As the most elaborate text of the greatest 
genius ot 
historical writing. 
As time 
recedes this superb picture will come more 
and more prominently into the contour of 
Stats tii.-tory, and be looked upon not only 
as a treasure of art but as a gallery of por­ 
traiture of State builders, such "as never 
again can be massed in any one painting. 


THE DAY HAS COME 
When whoever looks upon the picture and 
takes hut the hastiest retrospective glance 
down the aisles of the stirring history of the 
last mirty years, and a forward look into the 
cerleiu greatness of this State, cannot fail 
to be impressed with a profound sense oí 
the historic vaiue of the painting. 
When 
the last of ibe actors in the momentum? 
drama th :t began in Sacramento, when tte 
genii s of Leland Stanford, 0. P. HuntiDg- 
ton, Charles Crocker, Mark Hopkins and 
their confieres grappled with the problem 
of nation saving by nation-binding, and 
ended beneath the blazing sun of the 
Utah plains on the 10th of May, 1809, are 
dead; when they live only in the memory 
of their mighty achievements, generations 
of appreciative people will look to this 


noble pa in tin g 
As the chielest and only truly dramatic 
record of that impressive ceremony, in 
-which foremost citizens of a common Union 
of inseparably-banded Sovereignties gath­ 
ered upon the bosom of the continent to 
forge the last bolt of the iron bond of fra­ 
ternity, good will and union of States and 
people, that embraced in the willing thrall 
of love and national brotherhood the whole 
American people. 
Such a painting as this, 
as all great historic paintings must, belongs 
to the people of whose history it is a part. 
It is theirs by another right, "it is the pro­ 
duct of the chiet of the landscape painters 
the grandeur of the scenes of their Slate 
has ueveloped ; the genius inspired by her 
hills, valleys, atmosphere ana civilization 
to labors that have made her known in 
lands where else California's fair expanse 
had never been heard of. 


a r t s p e a k s

It is the one universal lan­

Music is silent before it. It is a 
voice that is intelligible to all ears.

pression never calls for the intermediary, 
translation. 
H ill’s Yosemites and Nevadas 
and all the long line of his varied and mag­ 
nificent reproductions of the noblest of Cal­ 
ifornia scenes have, in one form or another, 
by the Hash of the sunbeam 
into the 
cun o-a, the touch of the engraver’s stylus, 
the hitiDg of the etcher's subtle agencies, 
the skll of »he wood engraver or the crayon 
strokes of tbs lithographer, been sent into 
the uttermost parts "of the world, and from 
wall, portfolio, magazine and gallerv. de­ 
claimed to the nations of earth of the sub- 
lim iiy of toe heritage which which we are 
SO b lts s é d . 


BUT TO THE PAINTING ITSELF. 
Whoever has even the faintest conception 
of what con9ti'ntes superior art ability and 
looks 
upon 
this picture, must be’ pro­ 
foundly ; i pressed with the euornious dith- 
culiy of the task Hill undertook. None 
but a master hand could have evolved from 
such diversity ot material and bareness of 
landscape such 
vitality, 
breadth, and 
human interest. 
We do not believe there 
is in the world a painting that introduces 
eo mauy figures and prestnts every one of 
them as accurate and finished portraiture. 
We do not believe that there is in the world 
another painting that, with such nieager- 
m ss of background eilects, and such im- 
mtnsity of foreground, has such ’bound­ 
lessness of distance, such loftiness of sky. 


LET THE BEHOLDER 
Look to the left or right upon master works 
in the Gallery, where the painting now 
hangs ; upon the sky effects beneath tropic 
suns Arctic rigors or Italian softness, and 
upon the mingting of cloud and celestial 
blue of the temperate zones, and then turn 
to “ The Last Spike," and note bow, with­ 
out so much as a Heck of cloud, the im ­ 
mensity of the firaiament by day has been 
E 
rt served. 
Tue most unimpressible be 
aiders will instantly see that here ú pr«? 
served a realistic effect almost startiing. of 
warm, dessicating, pulseless atmosphere, 
such as hangs above arid plains; and of 
diearv sweeps and stretches of distance 
checked only bv the abrupt rising of the 
distant Wausatch Range. The ordinary ar­ 
tist would have been utterly disheartened 
by such landscape material; nine cut of 
ten would have 
produced 
from 
such 
“ tim ber'1 -¡¡¡y a structure dull and unin­ 
teresting. 
But genius swept aside such 
natural obstacles, pushed through the dull 
seeming, and exposed a nobility of distance, 
loftiness, immensity, silence," that is the 
apo:htosis of sublimity, and causes one 
reverently to how before the grandeur of 
nature even in her unadorned and barren 
exposure. 


TO SAY THAT IT IS REALISTIC 
Expresses the truth of the picture. 
It 
reaffzes expanse as has never before been 
dooe, because no other painter had so little 
aid from natural objects through which to 
exp r.ssto the understanding the idea of 
breadth and distance. 
It realizes activity 
in portra ture—grouping in a acene of loftiest 
historic significance. 
It realizes by the 
poses of the figures, the unconventional 
grouping, the solemnity of expression of 
the countenances of the chief actors, the 
strange and puzzled interest of the Chinese 
laborers, the nervous anxiety of the elec­ 
trician, the almost reverential attiu d eof 
the spectators, tuat there was enacted 
a 
grand 
drama, 
the story of 
which 
will go sounding ihrougb the ages and 
reverberate in the balls of national history 
with never ending repetition. 
It realizes 
with tne very least of detail and studied 
effect we have ever seen worked into such a 
large painung. the maximum of activity, 
completeness life and dramatic expression, 
with the minimum of disclosed effort. 
Battle pieces with charging squadrons and 
dashing columns, parks of belching artil­ 
lery, the rush an a confusion of conflict, 
the dving soldiers, the trampled and con­ 
torted dead, have all aids possible to be 
summoned to quicken the imagination and 
compel the oehoider to 


CLOTHE THE SCENE WITH VITALITY 
And make its actional) but real. 
But here 
no adventitious help could be enlisted, rav 
ing the distant Wahsatch peaks; nature 
gave to the artist only silence; immensity, 
flat, nnintei esting and oppressive. Out Of 
such material hehasconimanded grandeur; 
out of sileucebebas evoked a voice that pro­ 
claims to man the mnjesty and awful glory 
of the creator: oat of tíre desert he huís 
builded a tempi» upon the canvas, whose 
dome is a gray, cloudless sky, reaching into 
the unspesKable depths of the heavens; 
a temple whose walls are the dimly-seen 
and rugged monntaius on the one hand, 
and seeming immeasnrableness upon all 
other sides. 
Ia the foreground be has 
pUced a group of four hundred figures, and 
with a mastership we do not even pretend 
to explain, because we do not understand 
it, he Las so massed and yet so distributed 
them, ns to preserve the characteristic in­ 
dividuality of each. It must be under­ 
stood that’these lines are not intended tobe 
art criticism—to that there is no pretension 
—hut simply expression of that which ini- 
presses ordinarily intelligent beholders of 
the picture. Such know that Mr. H ill had 
the warrant of art, if he had chosen to 
make half a dozen or so of his figures the 
only conspicuous ones, and to have sub­ 
ordinated ail the rest to the 
DRAMATIC POSING 
Of ihat one group. But instead he ha* 
brought nearly one hundred characters int ► 
striking prominence and made their attitud * 


of perfect rest contribute to the suggestion 
of momentarily suspended activity of the 
whole, that is almost as startling as if in a 
real chambsr of busy, moving people by 
some magie spell all bad been suddenly 
stricken with immovability and silence. 
We recall a magnificent spectacle of the 
stage where a hundred thronging courtiers 
and noblemen in the rich costumery of an 
early century, weregatbered in a lofty b a ll; 
the prince upon his throne, the dancing- 
girls posing before him, the pages running 
hither and thither, the servants passing to 
and fro, the lords and ladies mingling and 
intermingling in dance and promenade, are, 
at the wave of a magician's wand, one and 
all suddenly struck into statues—motion­ 
less in pose, and dead in silence, lip, limb 
and hand, stayed just where the fall of the 
wand found them. It was a strangely im ­ 
pressive effect. 
Looking upon this noble 
picture, so clear and brilliant in light, yet 
so soft and balmy in atmosphere, vtith its 
boldness ia touch and completeness in fin­ 
ish—this realized dream of what 
the 
imagination painted of thal great scene 
when the fall of the silver hammer upon 
the golden spike Eet bells pealing and can­ 
non roaring trom the Atlantic to the Pacific 
shores of the Union—something is sug­ 
gested of momentarily suspended action ; 
of that hush of perfect silence, that mighty 
preparation just before the stroke of a 
great event to be ushered in by a blow oí 
the sledge upon the last spike necessary to 
the completion of the greatest engineering 
feat of the age; a work that lifted up the 
distant East and the distant West and set 
them tace to face at isst in fraterna! uem- 
muniug, each at the threshold of the oth­ 
er’s door. 
TWO OTHERS. 
There are but two other pictures 
h 
all compare with this and resemble it in 
the grouping, in the open, of great masses 
of people and the preservation of individ­ 
ual characteristics in lace, figure and coi- 
turne—"Det by Day” and I'rith’s ‘ Railway 
Station.” 
But in neither of tLem was 
there presented a landscape so barren of 
artistic aids, devoid of any comparative fig­ 
ures or objects, inequalities of ground, 
cloudless skies, dead flat 
uninteresting 
plains, out of which must be evolved inter­ 
est and life that would command attention, 
and herein lies the greatest art in this pic­ 
ture, the working out of the realistic effect. 
Mr. Hill got close to nature; he transferred 
her very breath to canvas and created the 
triumph of historical painting in this 
epoch. 
He has embodied the poetry and 
dramatic action of the scene in tl.e picture. 
There is nothing more admirable in this 
beautiful trausference by the brush cf art 
to the canvas than the vitality given to the 
silent, expectant figures. There is nothing 
more skillful iu the painting than the ideal 
embodiment of the characteristics of the 
men as disclosed in portraiture. 
It is a 
masterly work in its feeling; feeling per­ 
vades every part of it. and while it is a 'tab­ 
leaux, it is the realized fancy c f what the 
throbbing activities of such a scene would 
be. 
THE PECULIARITIES OF THE PICTURE. 
While, as we have said, the artist had the 
minimum of material and the least inter­ 
esting of landscape upon which to work, 
he had in the grouping, drapery and inci­ 
dentals of the c riv iD g of the epike many 
details upon which to imprees the seal of 
his skill, and he has not failed to do so. 
The costumes of ihe figures, the perfect case 
with which they are worn, the attention in 
detail to plait and seam, ail speak of a fine 
conception of right disposal of d: apery. We 
invite attention also to the fact that in this 
noble painting there is presented to the 
beholder the marveloos combination of ex­ 
quisite figure painting, and the most re­ 
markable of landscape painting; two capa­ 
cities seldom found in one person. 
Here 
we have ao example of figures in landscape 
and their disposition, upon both of two 
great schemes, on the lines of which all 
painters must proceed—the placing of the 
figures in graceful and diminishing circles 
or iu pyramidal groups. 
We do not know 
and cannot learn of any other work in 
which this has been so successfully done 
as in this. We are impressed, also, by the 


MASTERLY UNITY 
That pervades the whole work, and the 
skill with which the interest of the scene is 
heightened by the betrayal in the attitudes 
and countenances of the figures of the re­ 
lation each bore to it, aDd notably is this 
developed by comparing the figures and 
countenances c f the chief actors scd those 
of the merely curiou3. 
We are, iu viewing 
this work, to keep constantly in mind— 
that, indeed, which ihe picture will not 
permit us to forget—that the sul-j *ct was 
devoid ot poetic inspiration ; it was noble 
in its patriotic suggestion, gr ind in its me­ 
chanical triumph, but in iis figures and all 
else, commercial »nd business-lik- 
The 
artist, however, has, by the mingling of 
the original representatives oi the plains, 
the frontiersmen, and tue men of society 
aod busy mart, given to him self room 
for 
suggeetiDg the 
romantic by 
way 
of contrast. Hence, the picture strikes 
every beholder as 
historic in recording 
a peculiar meeting of civilization upon this 
continent, and in fixing upon ca- vas the 
opening spectacle of a new era, in which 
the pioneer conditions depart and the siv- 
age retires before the advance of commerce, 
scholarship, science and discovery. 


PORTRAITURE. 
At the risk of returning to an already 
suggested thought, we invite the beholder 
to again take note of the skill whb which 
Mr. Hill has treated the portalture of the 
picture. He has escaped the fixedness and 
preparation of the portrait proper, and re­ 
tained all the fine essentials of figure paint­ 
ing in a great group without loss of indi­ 
viduality in any one instance. As has been 
so w ell said ; 
" 
The painter's difficulties increase as he multi­ 
plies his figures. He must place them in new 
attitudes, give them greater variety of ex­ 
pression and yet harmonize them al! with his 
central motive. The treatmeut < f even a single 
figure requires ease and accuracy ot execution. 
To unite these qualities in a portrait is a severe 
test of skill, since there is a likeness known and 
endeared to many which has to be preserved 
with all its subtle expression, and yet there 
must be noue of the rigidity of set feature or the 
stiffhess of pre-arranged attitude. The more 
portraits, thf greater perplexity of the artist, of 
whom there is demanded more refinement of 
taste, and a profoundcr mastery of composition. 
Everything that hampers him iu his effoit to 
express his thoughts beyond the absolute re­ 
quirements of art ctogs his imagination, and 
puts him ill at ease. It Is a farther cause of 
embarrassment if he is obliged to group bis 
figures within straight lines, and arrange them 
according to an absolute plan ir order to illus­ 
trate an historical incident. All the difficulties 
hercm indicated Mr. Hill has had to meet 
and overcome, and they are such as few artists 
have encountered. 
Finally, we wish to impress upon all 
who view this superb exam pleof landscape 
and figure painting, how successful Mr. 
H ill has been in producing the glowing 
light that bathes his foreground, and show­ 
ers upon the snowy tops of the distant 
mountains. 
No artist of whose works 
we have knowledge had a more difficult 
task in the treatment of atmospheres, and 
none have achieved a greater triumph than 
is testified to by this picture. So, then, 
this grand painting embraces two great suc­ 
cesses. one in light and landscape, the 
other in tietire painting and portraiture. It 
is an achievement of which Claude Lor­ 
raine. th» chief of landscape painters, was 
not capable. 
He never pretended to copy 
nature—his painting was the reflex of his 
imagination playing upon the beauties of 
nature as he saw them, with perfect aban­ 
don. The figuies in his landscapes he sel­ 
dom executed, trusting that task to friends 
Here we have the landscape and the figure 
cffec's and the portraiture by the same 
hand, and that of a modern master of 
whom California has reason to be proud, 
and whcs? work the State should, for its. 
historic character, enshrine by possession

R e d B l u f f , February 15th.—This place 
is very much excited over the killing of S 
B. Baylor, a yonng man lately from San 
Francisco, by Charles Davis, stock foreman 
for H. C. W ilson. The shooting occurred 
at Albertv, a place belonging to Wilson, on 
Payne’s creek, twenty-five miles northeast 
of Red Bluff. 
Davis was in Red Bluff on Thursday, and 
left in the evening for home, pretty well 
under the influence of liquor. When he 
reached home he and Baylor got into a 
quarrel, which was continued outside the 
house, and resulted in Davis drawing a 
large self cocking Colt’s revolver and shoot­ 
ing Baylor in the left breast, below the 
shoulder, the ball passing through 
the 
lung and emerging trom the back on the 
left side, near the backbone. 
Rube Eiker was the only witness present. 
He did not see all the quarrel, but says the 
killing, in his opinion, was unprovoked. 
Davis testified before the Coroner’s Jury, 
acknowledging committing the deed, but 
declaring that it was done in self-defense. 
He made no attempt whatever to escape, 
and is now locked in jail. 
The inquest was held in Red Bluff late 
this afternoon, the verdict reciting the 
above facts, and declaring that the deed was 
done with criminal intent.

B enicia, February 15th.— Last night 
about midniglitofficer James Malone, while 
goiDg to his duties at the railroad wharf, 
noticed a man step into the shade near the 
foot of First street, and thinking the act 
looked somewhat suspicious, started to­ 
ward him to see who he was. The fellow 
immediately started off, and it being neces­ 
sary for Malone to report at the depot, he 
again started for the wharf. 
In passing 
the saloon of Pat. Ryan he heard a groan, 
and the door beingopen, went in and called 
several times, but getting no answer, and 
the place being in darkness, he struck a 
match, and by its rays discovered Ryan ly­ 
ing in a pool of blood near the end’ of the 
counter. 
• 
Malone immediately ran out and gave 
chase to the individual, firing several snots 
at him. He turned west into D street, and 
here Malone lost sight of him among the 
lumber piles in Houghton’s yard, and he 
then endeavored to awaken the neighbors 
in the vicinity. Several came to his aid, 
and a search was instituted, but without 
success. 
The news of the crime soon spread, and 
a crowd went down to the Ecene of the 
murder, and the victim was found in a pool 
of blood, with his head beaten toa jelly and 
his throat cut. 
He was still alive, but un­ 
able to articulate, although he tried to 
speak. 
In 
his dying cgonies he had 
crawled ail about the bar-room and was a 
most pitiful sight, being covered with 
blood from head to foot. 
Death came to 
his relief in a short time. 
With the dawi: of day a large number of 
citizens went to iook at the remains, which 
Coroner King took charge of, and placed 
them in the back room, which the deceased 
hud used as a bedroom. 
The motive for the crime is supposed to 
havo been robbery, as Ryan was a quiet, 
inoffensive man. Ou the outside of the 
house inere is a spot of blood and hair, as 
though the party had rubbed his thumb on 
the wall, and dr*.ps of blood appear every 
few (eet up the sidewalk, as though the 
murderer had shaken his bloody hands. 
Whoever committed the deed must have 
been covered with blood.

They want Washing­ 
ton to take away the Agent for allowing 
Geronimo’s Indians to remain on the Mes­ 
callero Reservation, because they will fight 
with Ojo Caliente and the Chiracuahuas if 
they remain on the reservation. They 
cannot remain there with Geronimo's In­ 
dians, and may have to leave their homes 
on the reservation, and then they will have 
to figbt.” 
The letter was written or dictated with­ 
out any knowledge on the part of Nautzilla 
or his Indians that the Legislature of New 
Mexico had taken any action on the sub­ 
ject.

W ash ing to n, February 15.—The Demo­ 
cratic members of the Ways and Means 
Cornnti tee have employed the Constitation 
to avoid giving the House an opportunity to 
vote on the question of the consideration of 
the tariff. 
Mr. Mills to-day presented to 
the House the Sena e and House tariff 
bills, together with a long report arguing 
that the Senate, under'.tbe Constitution, 
cannot originate revenue bills, and that its 
amendment to the House bill is iu reality 
an original hill, and not an amendment. 
Accompanying the report is a resolution 
which the House will be asked to adopt, 
returning to the Senate its substitute tor 
the Mills bill with the suggestion that Sec­ 
tion 7, Article 1, of the Constitution of 
the United Stares, vests in the House the 
sole right to originate such measures, and 
that the substitution of the Senate bill 
under the form of an amendment is in con­ 
flict with the true intent and meaning of 
that clause of the Constitution. 
The majority report, therefore, is a sharp 
criticism of the Senate hill and a eulo»y of 
the Mills bill. 
It says: “ The 
House 
hill was framed upon the principle that 
taxes are burdens borne by the people for 
the support of the Government; that they 
sbould at all times be limited by just ar­ 
rangements of an honest administration: 
in selecting articles upon which duties 
should always be paid, and the pecuniary 
ability of the consumer ; that luxuries and 
articles consumed by the wealthy should he 
at higher rate of duty than the necessaries 
of life which are consumed by the poor 
people; that when existing rates of taxa­ 
tion brings to the public Treasury more 
revenue than is required for an efficient ad­ 
ministration, the rates should be reduced, 
burdens lightened and cbstnutions to com­ 
merce and interference with business and 
the employment of the people should be 
removed as far as possible. 
“The principle upon which the Senate 
substitute is framed is that.duties are levied 
primarily to raid 
revenue for certain 
favored classes of its citizens, and inci­ 
dentally for revenue for the Government; 
that in imposing duties Congress should se 
Ject such anieles as wiil bring the largest 
revenue to the favored classes, while it 
brings to the Government the amount re­ 
quired for anuual expenditures; that when 
existing rates are bringing a surplus reve­ 
nue to the Government, the excess should 
first be obtained, new channels of appro­ 
priation should be found and the reduction 
postponed as long as possible; 
and when 
it must be made, it should be on those 
articles that bring the least amount of reve­ 
nue to the pockets of the favored classes 
and at the same time make the largest re­ 
duction in the surplus revenue of the Gov­ 
ernment.” 
This quotation illustrates the partisan 
character of the report. 
It is leamfed later that the vote on re­ 
porting the measure was ten to four, in­ 
stead of nine to five, as at first reported. 
Those in lavor of the measure were Ran­ 
dal), Clements, Felix. Campbell of New 
York, Sigoy, Cannon.

W a s h i n g t o n , Februaiy 15lb.—The Secre­ 
tar^ of War to-day transmitted to the Sen­ 
ate, in response to the resolution calling for 
information relative to the issuing of a 
confidential order on January 4, 1886, by 
General Benet, Chief of Ordnance, in­ 
structing the commanding officer of na­ 
tional armories and arsenals to favor Demo­ 
crats—other things being equal—in the ap­ 
pointments and discharges from the serv­ 
ice. 
The object, as stated in the order, was 
to divide the force gradually between Re­ 
publicans ami Democrats. 
Secretary Kndicott says that during the 
year 1885 there were numerous applica­ 
tions made to him oa behalf of mechanics, 
artisans and others for employment in the 
arsenals and armories, and mat—as it is 
well understood—these appointments do 
not come within provisions of the civil 
service law. These applications for em­ 
ployment, the Secretary says, come mainly 
from persons who claimed that they had 
been hitherto excluded from such employ­ 
ment because they were Democrat?. 
He 
adds: 
“The reply made to such applicafiors 
was that no removals would he made of de­ 
serving and efficient workmen merely on 
accouut of their p ili'ica! opiuiona, hut as 
vacancies occurred, it ihe applicants were 
competent to perform the work required 
aud otherwise qualified, and their services 
needed, they would be received. This de­ 
cision was strictly adhered to.” 
Iu a conversation with the Chief of Ord­ 
nance the Secretary suggested that, as the 
majority of the places in the armories aud 
arsenals were held by Republicans, in 
making »;banges preference should be given 
to Dem< cra.s urnil the numbers were sub­ 
stantially divided between the two political 
parties. 
The Chief of Ordnance approved 
the suggestion, and issued the order men­ 
tioned in the resolution. 
fhe Secretary says he did not see the 
order itself until two or three months after 
it was issued, but it was not intended to 
include t lie discharge of workmen on ac­ 
count of their political opinions, and was 
not so construed bv the officers to whom it 
was addressed.' No removals, the Secre­ 
tary continues, have been made on account 
of the order, and at the Springfield, Mass. 
Armory, the largest of all the armories, 
there have b< en only 64 changes of perma­ 
nent workmen since January, 1886, in a 
force of about 480 men. The Secretary says 
he had no (fWire to conceal the order, and 
does not know why it was marked "Confi­

Feed regularly and liberally of whole* 
some food, always some bulkly food, and 
let each feed be eaten up clean before more 
is given. 
Give wallowiBg places, ashes, charcoal 
and salt, and plenty of exercise in timber 
pastures yielding shade, roots, acorns, etc. 
But no doubly soured slops. 
Provide ventilated shelters from wind, 
rain and sntwr, but no litter. 
Hogs with 
litter get too warm. 
If you wish disease, 
put your hogjfto the straw pile. 
Maintain cleanliness m ail things. Breed 
only mature animals, and never from a 
show herd. 
The offspring of immature or 
pampered animals is predisposed to dis­ 
ease. 
Give pure water, from deep wells, pro­ 
tected from surface water. 
W ell water is 
not freezing cold in winter nor lukewarm 
in summer. 
Water from creeks (unless 
fed by springs), p»mds or pools, is disease- 
breeding. 
Pigs should be farrowed in early spring, 
and kept only on growing foods—milk 
bran slops, oats, green rye, grasses, cío» 
sweet corn—until late fa ll; then 
rapidly, on corn mostly, but a1' 
blue grass, pumpkin® '

SOME LEADING POINTS a B -.U T T H E 


GREAT CANAL. 


The S ch em e Not a 
N ew O r e -It s 
Com m ercial Advantages to 
th* U n ited S tates 


[Special Correspon Jence of the Recoro-Union.] 
L eo n (Nicaragua), February 6, 1889. 
A calculation based upon the possible 
revenues that will accrue to any canal 
across Nicaragua, and the expenses of 
maintaining the same, clearly demonstrates 
the fact that the enterprise will prove a 
sound investment, even at three times the 
cost as at present computed. 
If the grain market of our great North­ 
west were wholly in American ports, the 
N iearaguau enterprise would be a matter 
of less importance to that section; but 
since it must look to the Old World for the 
sale of its surplus grain, it therefore has a 
vital interest in seeking a cheap outlet to 
Europeau markets. 
The trip between 
Portland, Oregon, 
and 
Liverpool, via 
Nicaragua, would occupy only thirty days; 
thus saving 011 every cargo of grain more 
than ninety days of the time now required 
in transit— which, on the average cargo of 
1,800 tons, would" leave to the shTppehTá 
more respectable margin of profit. 
Not long ago, when Charles Crocker, of 
California, advocated the Nicaragua canal 
scheme, on the ground of its vast import­ 
ance to the West, his fellow railroad di­ 
rectors were greatly displeased with him, 
believing that it would practically kill the 
Central and - Southern Pacific Railway 
Companies. 
Mr. Crocker assured them 
that, while it would reduce the steamship 
journey between New York and San Fran­ 
cisco to less than twenty days, without the 
cost of re-handling the goods, it could 
never take passenger travel away from the 
railroads, only depriving them of 
the 
heavier classes of freight, on which there 
is not now much profit. 
Said the shrewd millionaire: “ It will 
give the farmers of the Pacific States a 
market lor their grain in New York and 
Philadelphia, and enable them to realize 
well on everything produced; give them 
more money, and they will not only con­ 
sume more articles of luxury, but will 
travel more on our roads.” 
Besides the commercial advantages that 
will accrue to the United States by thus 
practically uuiting the oceans, it will 
maintain our national integrity on the 
Pacific and reassert that influence with 
the other Republics of this continent that 
naturally belongs to the elder sister. New 
Orleans will have a brilliant future, be­ 
coming the near neighbor of Chile, Peru, 
and (itiiei 
rich countries along the west 
coast of South America, while New York 
will be brought nearer to San Francisco, 
and the distance between other cities pro­ 
portionally decreased. 
On one point, however, there exists a 
great and very general error. 
It has been 
stated, even in documents submitted to 
Congress, that “the trade of the United 
States and Europe with China, Japan and 
the Indian Archipelago would be facili­ 
tated and increased by reason of shorten­ 
ing the distance above four 
thousand 
miles,” and one alleged authority has as­ 
serted that “from Europe the distance to 
India and China would be shortened more 
than ten thousand m iles!” 
By actual 
measurement, as any reader may satisfy 
himself by referring to the globe,'the dis­ 
tance from Europe to India and China 
will not be shortened. 
The European 
trade with Canton and India will not "pass 
through the Nicaraguan canal from any 
consideration of distance, hut because by 
reason of more favorable latitudes for 
winds and currents, will be far preferable 
to the old passage by the Cape of Good 
Hope. 
Therefore it is to be expected that 
not only all the trade of the United States 
with the Pacific, without the exception of 
a single vessel, will pass through it, but 
that of Europe with the western coasts of 
the Pacific and the Polynesian Islands. 
It has been found that the Suez canal is 
unable to accommodate the traffic of more 
than six million tons per year without 
serious delays to navigation, owing to its 
narrow dimensions and the insufficient 
nitmlier of its turn-outs. 
The greater 
dimensions provided for in the Nicaragua 
canal 
would ]>ermit a traffic-of twenty 
millions of tons per year. 
It is also in­ 
tended to render navigation uninterrupted, 
by night as by day, using electric lights 
throughout the route. 
It has been estimated that 11,680 vessels 
can pass through Nicaragua’s canal in a 
year, nearly two thousand more than now 
paos the Nantucket light. 
The Nicaragua 
route will have the advantage over that 
proposed at Panama by being jnst inside 
the zone ol calms, so that the prevoiling 
winds make it more accessible. 
Besides, 
the climate is much healthier here than 
below. 
Though in the land of perjtetual 
-nnshine, there is seldom a night here 
when blankets are not acceptable, or a 
noon day which is not more tolerable than 
the streets of New York or Chicago in 
mid-summer. 
The cooling breath of the 
Atlantic trade-winds almost blends the 
roar of the snrf in Graytown bay w iilf the 
gentler murmurs of the Pacific, as it breaks 
on the pebbly beach at Brito. 
During the 
wet season—though the windows of heaven 
are opened and sheets of water literally 
pour through them—there are some ad­ 
vantages over the dusty, dry season, not 
least among them being the fact that the 
xins-xins, mosquitoes and other jiestifcr- 
oua insects arc drowned out ami the snakes 
-(about which some tall stories are told) 
take to the woods for safety. 
The idea of a communication between 
the Atlantic and Pacific oceans, across 
Uentral America, is not a.ncw one. 
Col­ 
umbus wore out the last days of his check­ 
ered life in searching for a natural passage, 
and the sublimity and vastness of the en­ 
terprise made it the favorite dream of the 
daring Spaniards. 
During the Spanish oc­ 
cupancy of the country more than one sur­ 
vey was made for this ¡>ur¡«se, under di­ 
rection of the Captain-General: hut the 
documents pertaining to them lay huried 
iu the archives of Guatemala until the 
emancipation of the colonies, when they 
were unearthed and published hy a cotn- 
atk-don sent here from England. 
In 1825 au Envoy Extraordinary from 
the tiien new Republic of Central Amer­ 
ica called the es|iccial attention of the 
t niled States Government to these early 
i urveys, and asked its aid, proposing, hy 
means of a treaty, to effectually insure its 
advantages to the two nations. 
Accord­ 
ingly a Charge d’Aflaires was tqqx.mtid 
by the United States Government, who 
. was especially instructed to assure that of 
Cental America that Uncle Samuel felt a 
deep interest in the execution of a work 
“so highly calculated to diffuse an exten­ 
sive influence in the affairs of maukind.” 
But that was about all that was done, 
except that in 1826, as appears by docu­ 
ments accompanying the report of a com­ 
mittee of the House of Representatives 
on a memorial “praying the aid of the 
United States Government in procuring 
the construction of a ship canal across the 
isthmus between North and South Amer­ 
ica”—a contract was made by the Central 
American Government with the agent of a 
New York company, under the name of 
the “Central American and United Stales 
Atlantic and Pacific Conmnny.” 
But the ' 
scheme fell through, thouj^ Mr. Dewitt ! 
Clinton and other distinguished men of I 
that day were among its promoters. 
1st 1830 the Central American Govern­ 
ment made another contract with a society 
o f the Netherlands, under the especial 


of the United States, which read—in the 
usual prosy Iong-windedness—“that the 
President be requested to consider the ex­ 
pediency of opening negotiations with the 
Governments of other nations, and particu­ 
larly with the Governments of Central 
America and Grenada (now Panama), for 
the purpose of effectually protecting by 
suitable treaty stipulations, such individu­ 
als or companies as may undertake to open 
a communication between the Atlantic 
and Pacific oceans,” etc. 
Under this reso­ 
lution a special agent was ap¡>ointed by 
General Jackson, who was instructed to 
proceed without delay to Port San Juan, 
(now Graytown), ascend the river to Lake 
Nicaragua, and thence by the contem­ 
plated route of communication, by canal 
or railroad, to the Pacific, after which he 
was to repair to Guatamala, then Capital 
of the United Republic of Centra! America, 
and, with the aid of Mr. DeW itt, the 
Charged’Affaires of the United States, pro­ 
cure all such public documents connected 
with the subject as might be had. 
From 
Guatamala he was to proceed to Panama, 
and there also make observations and in­ 
quiries relative to the proposed connection 
of the oceans at that point. 
Unfortunately, however, owing to the 
difficulty of procuring any conveyance to 
the river San Juan, the agent went first 
to Panama, and owing to various adverse 
circumstances he never reached Nicara­ 
gua, dying soon after his return to the 
United States, before he had reached 
Washington. 
But his imperfect report 
set forth as the resulto!' his observations, 
that a ship canal across Panama was not 
practicable, and that one might be made 
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across Nicaragua.

Freeman is said to have bee» at that 
time eight feet tail and to have measured 
three feet across the shoulders. 
His arms 
where they sprang from his chest were as 
large as a medium-sized man’s body, fend 
they tapered down to a hand not less than 
three inches in thickness, while the lists 
could only he compared to a sledge-ham­ 
mer in size and strength 
His age was then 17 years, and he was 
still growing in bulk. 
H e received the 
wages of an ordinary workman, but his 
enormous strength made him a most de 
structive one. 
Such a Titan should have 
had giant tools made on purpose for him, 
for when he seized an ordinary shovel it 
went through the clay like a breaking-up 
plow, and the handle soon came off if the 
blade held. 
An ordinary ax was but a 
feather in his hand; it sank to the eye in 
the wood and the helve splintered. 
He 
seemed quite incapable of measuring the 
force he laid out, like ordinary men. 
W hen he stood among a gang of labor­ 
ers the contrast made them look like chil­ 
dren. 
The strolling Indians would stare 
atf him in amazement a few moments, and 
then with a deep “ Ugh,” would hasten 
out of sight as rapidly as their dignity 
would permit. 
He was put to do the work of two pairs 
of oxen; to remove the trunks of trees, cut 
in lengths of ten or twelve feet, out of the 
wav of the diggers. 
He did uot drag it 
aside as oxen would have done, but, put­ 
ting his right hand under the end of the 
log, raising it from the ground, then bal­ 
ancing it across his left forearm, he shot it 
far out to one side with all the ease that a 
skilled workman piles 
split cord-wood. 
And thus, day after day, the giant worked 
until the canal was finished. 
Freeman's next appearance was on the 
boats th it plied along th* Huron river, in 
Michigan, where he was at once engine 
and tackle to handle heavy freight. What 
others could not shove or roll he would 
pick up and carry, or perhaps tos3. 
When 
the heavily-freighted boat stuck on the 
ripples lie often stepped out of the stern 
and pushed it over. The crew would have 
scarcely been surprised if he had taken 
both boat and cargo under his arm and 
marched across by land when they came 
to long heads in the river. 
It was not long after this time that some 
sporting men unfortunately heard of this 
uncelebrated giant and concluded that 
there was “ money 
in him.” 
Freeman 
was as bimple as a child. 
H e lacked am­ 
bition, had no desire to exhibit or push 
himself, and possessed a most amiable dis­ 
position. 
Any one could lead him, and be 
never apneared to realize that he w if in 
any way remarkable. 
This innocence was taken advantage of 
by these sharpers, who determined to turn 
his prodigious ¡«were to their personal 
advantage. Accordingly he was persuaded 
to accompany them to the Eastern States, 
under promise of far more profitable em­ 
ployment. 
It is uot strange that in such company 
the good-natured giant soon fell into bad 
habits. 
Unfortunately giants are only 
men, and the gamblers who captured poor 
Freeman made sport of him as the Philis­ 
tines made sport of the helpless Samson. 
It is related that at Buffalo they sfnt 
him into a dock saloon with a 1600-pound 
anchor under his arm, much as a chopper 
carries h's ax, to pawn it for drinks. 
H e 
got the liquor and the barkeeper was glad, 
to treat him for carrying the anchor out

In a burglary which was subse­ 
quently committed by the light of these 
infernal tapers, the perpetrators were ap­ 
prehended, and while waiting trial for the 
minor crime made a full confession of the 
more henious one.

A Washington dispatch of a few days 
since says: 
A most interesting contribu­ 
tion to war history is made to-day in the 
publication by Mr. Dana of the cipher dis­ 
patches he sent to Secretary Stanton from 
the battlefield of Chickamauga. 
These 
dispatches have an important bearing upon 
the controversy which has been going on 
so many years as to what estimate should 
be put upon that battle. 
Secretary Stan­ 
ton did not put these dispatches on file. 
They were furnished, however, by Mr. 
Dana, at a comparatively recent date, and 
tbe originals are now in the ¡mssession of 
the YVar Department. 
The editor of the 
Sun, in publishing these dispatches, says: 
“A good deal of discussion has been go­ 
ing on lately concerning this memorable 
engagement. 
The statement which Gen­ 
eral Sheridan iucluded in his Memoirs 
furnished the occasion for opening the dis­ 
pute, and it has been continued with spe­ 
cial 
ability and interest 
by General 
Francis A. Walker of Boston, and General 
H. V. Boynton of Washington. 
We shall 
not review the points they have adduced, 
nor shall we in any manner try to correct 
any presentation of the facts which lias 
been brought fotward. 
Our purpose is 
simply to add to th 3 documents which bear 
upon the history of this battle a brief 
series of official telegrams written from 
hour to hour on the very field, and repre­ 
senting the impressions and excitements 
belonging to the varying phases of the 
conflict. 
They have not yet been pub­ 
lished iu the series of war reports which 
Congress has authorized, though, of course, 
they will appear in their proper order 
along with the other papers of the Chatta­ 
nooga campaign. 


SEPTEMBER, ’63. 


“ Cr a w f is ji 
S k u so , 
September, 19, 
1863, 10:30 a . M.— Battle opened at 9 this 
morning on our left. 
Bragg in command 
of the rebels. 
His force not yet ascer­ 
tained; engagement not yet general. 
His 
effort is to push into Chattanooga.

N egley’s and Sheridan’s divi­ 
sion and cavalry alone remains unengaged, 
and Sheridan is ordered here, leaving 
Negley to hold the fords beyond Crawfish 
Spring. 
The mass of the cavalry guards 
the gaps beyond it. 
Thomas loses pretty 
heavily in men, also one battery of guns. 
Decisive victory seems assured to us. 
“3 p. m.—The enemy forced back Lv 
Crittenden on the right has just massed 
his artillery against Davis on our center. 
H is attack there is the most furious of the 
day. 
H e seems giving away. 
DRIVING THE REBELS. 
“3:20 p . m.—Thomas reports that he is 
driving the rebels, and will force them 
into the Chieamatiga to-night. 
It is evi­ 
dent here their line is falling back. 
The 
battle is fought in a thick forest and 
is invisible to outsiders. 
The line is two 
miles long. 
“ 4- p. m .—N egley, being nearer than 
Sheridan, has come up in his stead. 
Neg- 
ley’s First Brigade is jast getting in. 
Everything is prosperous. 
Sheridan 
is 
coming up. 
The cavalry has been brought 
to Crawfish Spring to be ready for use. 
“4:30 p . m .— I do not yet dare to say our 
victory is complete, but it seems certain. 
The enemy is silenced on nearly the whole 
line. 
Longstreet is here. 
It is said that 
Governor Brown has taken part in the bat­ 
tle. 
“ 5:20 p. m.— Firing has ceased. 
Re­ 
ports are coming in. 
Enemy holds his 
round in many places. 
We have suffered 
severely. 
Reynolds reported killed. 
It 
now appears to be an undecided contest, 
but later reports will enable us to under­ 
stand more clearly. 
17:30 p. m.—Immediately after my last 
dispatch Negley opened on the enemy with 
two fresh brigades and drove him back 
half a mile. 
The firing did not cease till 
an hour after dark, the feeble light of the 
moon favoring the combatants. 
This gives 
us decidedly the advantage in respect of 
ground. 
The result of the battle is that 
the enemy is defeated in his attempt to 
turn and crush our left flank and regain 
possession of the Chattanooga. 
H is at­ 
tempt was furious and obstinate, his re­ 
pulse was bloody and maintained till the 
end. 
If he does not retreat Rosecrans will 
renew the fight at daylight. 
H is disposi­ 
tions are now being made. 
There are here 
two brigades and one regiment which have 
not been engaged at all, and two brigades 
which have been engaged but little. 
A t 
Rossviile are 8,000 men of the reserve 
corps not engaged at all. 
We have lost no 
prominent 
officers. 
Reynolds is 
safe. 
Weather cool, favorable to wounded. 
PRISONERS TAKEN. 
“S p. M.—We have taken about 250 
prisoners, including men from thirty dif­ 
ferent regiments. 
We have captured ten 
guns and lost seven. 
I cannot learn that 
we have lost any considerable number of 
prisoners. 
The battle-field is three miles 
north from Crawfish Spring and about 
eight miles south of Rossviile. 
It is 
mainly in a forest four miles square. 
“ 11 P. M.—Dr. Perrin, Medical Director 
of this Department, estimates the number 
of our wounded as not exceeding 2,000. 
"C h a tta n o o g a, September 20, 4 p. m.— 
My report to-day is of deplorable import­ 
ance. 
Chicamauga is as fatal a name in 
our history as Bull Run. The battle began 
late this morning. 
The first cannon was 
fired at 9, but no considerable firing till 10. 
Previous to 10 Rosecrans rode the whole 
length of the line. 
All seemed promising 
except columns of dust visible within the 
rebel lines, moving north, and a report 
from our right that the enemy had been 
felling timber daring the night. 
Soon 
after the fighting commenced, Thomas, 
who had the left, began to call for re-en­ 
forcements. 
Then, about 12, came the 
word that he had been forced to retire to 
his second line. 
Re-enforcements were 
sent him, and McCook’s whole 
corps, 
whichwas on the right and as a reserve in 
the center, was ordered to his assistance. 
T. S. Wood, of Crittenden’s corps, and Van 
Cleve, who held the front in the center, 
were also ordered to the left, where the 
fury of the cannonade showed that an im ­ 
mense rebel force was massed. 
Their 
places were to be filled by Davis and Sher­ 
idan, of McCook’s corps, but liardlv had 
these divisions moved to take their places 
in the line when the rebel fire, which had 
slacked on our left ever since it was turned 
and driven back about three-quarters of 
an hour previously, suddenly burst out in 
enormous volumes upon our center. 
CANNON AKD MUSKETRY. 
“ Never in any battle that I have wit­ 
nessed was there such a mass of cannon 
and musketry. 
This lasted some twenty 
minutes, and then Van Cleve, on Thomas’ 
right, was seen to give way, but in tolera­ 
ble ordeq soon after which the line' of 
Davis and Sheridan broke in disorder, 
borne down by the heavy columns of the 
enemy. 
These columns are said to have 
consisted of Polk’s entire oorps. 
They 
t ime through with resistless, impulse, com­ 
posed of brigades furawd iu divisions, 


directly across^ wo lines of considerable 
ridges running parallel to our line of bat­ 
, tie, and then most of them made their way 
j to Missionary Ridge, and are now coming 
: here by the Chattanooga Valiev road. Our 
wagon traius have mostly got here already 
. and the road is fall of a disordered gang of 
j fugitives. 
McCook, with the right of his 
' corps and W ildet’s uiouuted infantrv, at- 
j tempted to recover the day, but it was 
! useless. 
Davis and Sheridan are said to 
be coming off at the head of a couple of 
regiments iu order, and Wilder’s brigade 
; marches out unbroken. 
Thomas, too, is 
i reported as coming down the Rossviile 
I road with au organized command, but all 
i the rest is eonfulon. 
All our wounded 
j are left behind, some 6,000 in number, 
j We have lost heavily to-day in killed, 
j The total of our killed, wounded ant 
j prisoners can hardly be less thau 20,000, 
and may lie much more. How much artil­ 
lery we lose I cannot say, nor do 1 know 
what officers have been lost. 
Lytle is said 
to be killed. 
Rosecrans escajid by the 
Rossviile road. 
Enemy not yet arrived 
before Chattanooga. 
Preparations making 
to resist his entrance for u time. 


TOO DARK A VIEW. 
“ 8 p. m.—I am happy to report that my 
dispatch of 4 p. m. to-day proves to have 
given too dark a view of our disaster. 
Having been myself swept bodily oil' the 
battle-field by the panic-struck rabble into 
which the divisions of Davis and Sheridan 
were temporarily converted, my own im­ 
pressions were naturally colored by the 
aspect of that pait of the field. 
It ap­ 
pears, however, that ouly those two divi­ 
sions 
were 
actually routed, 
and that 
Thomas, with the remainder of the army, 
still holds his part in the field. 
Besides 
the two divisions of Davis and Sheridan, 
these of Negley and Van Cleve were 
thrown into confusion, but were soon ral­ 
lied, and held tiieir places, the first on the 
left and the second on the right of Thomas’ 
fighting column. 
In addition to this, Da­ 
vis and Sheridan have succeeded iu rally­ 
ing some 8,000 or 10,000 of the fugitives, 
and are also reported as having joined 
Thomas. 
H is command, consisting, after 
all losses, of at least 30,000 men, lias still 
further been strengthened by the addition 
of that portion of the reserve lately sta­ 
tioned at Rossviile under Granger. 
It has 
changed its front from the nearly north 
and south line of this morning, and faces 
the enemy in an east and west line. 
It 
will at once fall back to the strongest line 
of defense for the purpose of defeating the 
enemy’s design of regaining Chattanooga 
and the Tennessee. The latest report frían 
Thomas is that he was driving back the 
advanceof the rebels. In addition to these 
forces we Lave the cavalry and mounted 
infantry, not less than 10,000 in number, 
who are perfectly intact; and with this 
array it is not difficult to make good our 
lines 
until .re-enforcements can arrive. 
The cavalry at our last advices had their 
headquarters at Crawfish Spring, where 
they will perhaps be able to protect our 
main hospital uulil the wounded can tie 
brought here by tbe Chattanooga valley 
road, which still is free from rebels. 
NUMBER OF THE ENEMY. 
“The numberof the enemy yesterday and 
to-dav I estimate at not less than 70,000. 
He was able to touch and threaten out­ 
lines at all points, and still form the tre­ 
mendous 
columns 
whose 
onset drove 
Thomas back and dissolved Sheridan and 
Davis in panic. 
1 learn from General 
Rosecrans, who himself took part in the 
effort previous to the first stampede of 
Sheridan’s division, 
that 
the General 
charged the advancing columns of the 
enemy in flank. 
The charge was too spas- 
motic to be effectual, and our men became 
involved in the rushing mass and did not 
break it. Rosecrans has telegraphed Burn­ 
side to hurry forward his reinforcements. 
The advance of his cavalry is reported as 
having reached Cleveland yesterday morn­ 
ing. 
Some gentlemen of Rosecrans’ staff 
say Chickamauga is not very much worse 
than was Murfreesborough. 
1 can testify 
to the conspicuous and steady gallantry of 
Rosecrans on the field. 
H e made all pos­ 
sible efforts to rally the broken columns, 
nor do I see that there was any fault in his 
order for the disposition of the forces. The 
disaster could probably have been avoided 
but for the blunder of McCook iu ¡«sting 
his corp3 so as to leave a gap in the line of 
battle. 
GARFIELD AND THOMAS. 
“S e p t e m b e r 12th— 2 r. m.— Garfield, 
Chief erf Staff, becoming separated from 
Rosecrans in the rout of our right wing 
yesterday, made his way to the left and 
spent the afternoon and night with Gen. 
Thomas. 
H e arrived here before noon to­ 
day, having witnessed the sequel of the 
battle in that part of the field, 
Thomas, 
finding lnm self'cut off from Rosecrans 
and the right, at once brought his seven 
division into position for independent fight­ 
ing, both his right and left, his line assum- 


. the 
part of the line, and Crittenden 
• be left. 
The enemy have been approach- 
ng all the morning on three columns, re- 
'isteff by our u f f r a n p a r l i e s t ut the 
.tr.illerv tiring lias ti-' v drawn \ c v rear, 
and a battle ui..y be fought Lt-fotv dark. 
Rosecrans estimates our effectives at 30,000 
besides cavalry, but 1 fear our numbers are 
hardly so great as that. 
There are provis­ 
ions here for fifteen days. 
The mass of our 
cavalry under Mitchell have been sent 
across the river to guard the road to 
Bridgeport, via Jasper, and to strengthen 
Wilder, who is watching the fords above 
here. 
Mitchell will there find forage for 
his horses, of which there is none here. 
1 he only cavalry remaining 011 tiiis side 
are Mi 11 tv’s brigade in front toward Ross- 
ville and Missionary Ridge,.and Watkins’ 
brigade, left behind bv Miioheli, and now 
makiug its way over Lookout Mountain. 
How large a force the enemy brings here 
you know as well as we. 
IK* was awfully 
slaughtered on Sunday, but certainly out­ 
numbers this army, even if lie has received 
no _ re-enforcements. 
Our losses on*lhat 
awful day are still uncertain. 
Four Thou­ 
sand wounded have already been sent 
hence to Bridgeport. 
General John H. 
King, commanding the brigade of regulars, 
went into action with 1,600 and brought 
out only 450. 
H e lost two battalions, 
taken prisoners. 
General Baird, whocom- 
manded Rousseau’s division, estimates his 
loss iu prisoners at 2,000, though his line 
never flinched. 
He looks anxiously for 
re-enforcemeuts. 
No signs of the approach 
of Bnrnside.”

Our troops were 
as immovable as the rocks they stood on. 
The enemy hurled against them repeatedly 
the dense columns w-hich had routed Davis 
and Sheridan in the morning, but every 
onset was repulsed with dreadful slaughter. 
Falling first on one and then on another 
point of our line for hours the rebels 
vainly sought to break it. Thomas seemed : 
to have filled every soldier with his own j 
unconquerable firmness ; and Granger, his j 
hat torn by bullets, raged like a lion wiier- ; 
ever the combat was hottest. 
Every divis- I 
ion commander bore himself gloriously, i 
and among brigade commanders, Turchin, ; 
Hazen and Harker especially distinguished j 
themselves. 
Turchin charged through the ; 
rebel lines with the bayonet, and becoming ; 
surrounded, forced his way back again. , 
Harker, who had two horses shot under 
him on the 19th, forming his men in four 
lines, made them lie down till the enemy 
were close upon him, when they rose and 
delivered their tire with such effect that 
the assaulting columns fell back in con­ 
fusion, leaving the ground covered with 
the fallen. 
AT NIGHTFALL. 
“When night fell the body of heroes 
stood on the same ground they had occu­ 
pied in the morning, their spirit unbroken, 
but their numbers greatly diminished. 
Their losses are not yet ascertained. 
Van 
Cleve had this morning 1,200 men in the 
ranks, but this number will probably be 
doubled by evening in stragglers. Neither 
he nor Sheridan nor Davis fought with 
Thomas. 
The divisions of Wood, John­ 
son, 
Brannan, 
Palmer, Reynolds 
and 
Baird, which never broke at all, have lost 
very severely. 
We hear unofficially from 
Brannan that but about 2,000 effective 
men remain iu his division. 
Steedman 
lcet one-third of his men. 
Thomas re­ 
tired to Rossviile after the battle. 
Dispo­ 
sitions have lieen made to resist the ene­ 
my’s approach on that line, but if Ewell 
be ready there, Rosecrans will have to re­ 
treat beyond the Tennessee. 
Thomas tele­ 
graphed this morning that the troops are 
in high spirits. 
H e brought off all his 
wounded. 
Of those at Crawfish Spring, 
our main field hospital, nearly all have 
been brought away. 
It now seems prob­ 
able that Uot more than 1,000 of our 
wounded are in the enemy’s hands, and 
Rosecrans has sent a flag to recover them. 
The number of prisoners taken by the 
enemy is still uncertain. 
It w ill hardly 
surpass 3,000, besides the wounded. 
In 
artillery our loss is probably forty pieces. 
Many were left because all of their horses 
had been killed. 
Of rebel prisoners we 
have sent 1,300 to Nashville. 


AT CHATTANOOGA. 
“C h atta n o o g a, September 22d, 3 p. m . 
—The whole army withdrew into this 
place last night without difficulty, leaving 
only necessary outposts and parties of ob­ 
servation. 
The troops arrived here about 
midnight in wonderful spirits, considering 
their excessive fatigues and heavy losses. 
They have been working all day improvis­ 
ing rifle-pits.

PREACHING CALIFORNIA. 


HOW THE W ESTERS P £ 0 PL E AUK 


1'AUGHT 


O f C entral C alifornia by H er Agents 
—The B eneficent Influence o f 
H orticu ltu re—h and V alues. 


Chicago, February 8, 1889. 
E ds. E ecobd-Ukiok : We arrived here 
one week ago, and receiving advices from 
koine approving of the plan of having Mr. 
W hite stay here and distribute literature 
iu northern and central Iowa, I prepared a 
small circular of about twelve pages, giv­ 
ing in a condensed form the information 
contained in th e first circular or folderj 
w ith some other matter more in detail. I 
also had printed posters, such as are used 
by railroad companies here, calling atten­ 
tion to Central California and to our fold­ 
ers. 
These posters and folders state that 
the association, which I have taken the 
liberty to call the “ Sacramento Valley 
Bureau of Information,” will give any in­ 
formation desired by an applicant. 
There 
were strong reasons why, at this time, the 
name, for this special purpose, should be 
changed. 
As I stated before, I am willing 
to undertake the correspondence which 
may ensue without any compensation until 
ihe association, as I sincerely hope it will 
be, is placed on a broader basis than it is 
now ; that is, with more money and with a 
lecturer and assistants who can enter early 
and stay iate in the field the coming year. 
The work done now must be built upon. 
Here are three or four States joining each 
other where a million people can be talked 
to by means of advertisements in the press. 
W here a lecturer talks to ten, the press 
reaches thousands of eager people. 
Railroad people here understand the 
advantages of advertising. 
We see none 
of it in California. 
Small pamphlets are 
written descriptive of scenery alone for 
the purpose of inducing travel. 
Before 
me lies a pamphlet which contains a de- 
scri( tion of Niagara Falls, written by the 
distinguished English novelist, Anthony 
Trollope; a description of the route by 
Colonel P. Donan, and an engineer’s ac­ 
count of “How the bridge was built.” 
It 
contains twenty-four pages, illustrated by 
twenty-one engravings. 
W hy ? 
Simply 
to State that the Michigan Central road 
runs to Niagara Falls. 
The other day a wagon paraded the 
streets of Chicago, carrying a canvas ban­ 
ner bearing the legend that the Wabash 
railroad connects Chicago and St. Louis. 
If wealthy railroad companies find it pays 
to keep before people’s eyes what the peo­ 
ple already know, how much more incum­ 
bent upon us, who have something new to 
tell, to tell that something constantly and 
by every available means, and especially 
by advertisements in the country press. 
We think our fruit is our best advertise­ 
ment; but in truth, in the States we vis­ 
ited it is not known. 
I made diligent in­ 
quiry about the market for our fruit, who 
kept it for sale, and how much was sold, 
but to my astonishment, I found that very 
little of it reached Iowa, Wisconsin, Min­ 
nesota or Tennessee. 
Where does it all 
f 
o ? 
I have had my eyes opened as to the 
eld for the sale of our fruit, aud am con­ 
vinced that in our generation there is not 
the slightest probability of any over pro­ 
duction. 
It is true, if we continue to sell in Chi­ 
cago all we raise, the field is somewhat 
limited, but when the grower or shipper is 
permitted to side-track a car at any city 
on the route, then the problem is solved. 
I have often been asked when in Sacra­ 
mento if land in Sacramento and Placer 
counties was not held at too high a figure. 
Sometimes I have been inclined to think 
it was at least rated for all it was worth, 
but since I have been here my opinion 
must be revised. 
Multiply the rating of 
your land by five, and you may come near 
the figure. 
The average value of agri­ 
cultural land in Iowa is about $40 per acre, 
say ranging from $30 to $50 per acre. As 
the land is devoted to stock-raising and 
corn-growing, there is little in the way of 
“improvements.” 
And this land, as 1 be­ 
fore showed, produces a gross yield in 
cereals of $10 to $12 per acre. And it is 
useless to suggest that there may be other 
crops in Iowa more profitable, for there are 
and can be none. The Superintendent of 
the Agricultural Experimental Station in 
ios last bulletin states that tens u)>on 
thousands of dollars have been spent in 
Iowa in the vain effort to plant and grow 
orchards, and he merely hopes the Russian 
fiuits may be successful. 
Here are the factors of value. . A gri­ 
cultural land in the West may be stated to 
be valued at fifty dollars per acre, and it 
merely suffices to afibrd a living, and 
scarcely that. 
Then think that for five 
months in the year winter holds the soil 
in his icy grasp, and restrains nearly all 
forms of labor; that summer heats pros­ 
trate, lightning destroys life and property, 
and the agriculture pursued is the least 
intelligent form of labor known. Turn to 
our State, and enumerate all its merits. 
To the climate add the fact that fruit-rais­ 
ing demands the highest order of intelli­ 
gence for its successful pursuit, creates 
small holdings, and therefore close neigh­ 
borhoods, teaches business habits and trains 
to scientific investigations, and thus pro­ 
duces a cultivated and intelligent com­ 
munity ; that fruit culture affords to our 
sons a field as profitable and reputable as 
the professions, and answers the question 
so often sought 
and sadly asked by 
fathers and mothers, “W hat shall we do 
with our boys ?” that California is the one 
and the only State capable of raising all 
kinds of fruit, and you may then be in a 
frame of mind to estimate the value of our 
lands congenial to fruit. 
It you would get at a true approxima­ 
tion of value, take down your map of the 
State, examine California's location, pass 
over the Sierra Nevada mountains and you 
will then realize how hard it is to get out 
of the State of California. The Sierra 
Nevadas cast of Sacramento is the great 
refrigerator to cool the fruit aud keep it 
cool on its journey to the East. That 
settles the question. 
Sacramento, Placer, 
Nevada, bol a no, El Dorado, Yolo, Yuba, 
Butte and Sutter, for all time to come, 
have a monopoly of the profitable growth 
of all deciduous fruits. 
A clear monopoly 
of fruits lhat no other State can grow, and 
of fruits which everybody wants. 
A man 
who can grasp these facts and cannot be­ 
lieve that land in Sacramento and Placer 
counties isn’t worth five times what it can 
now be purchased for, i- such a |>essitnist 
that he would not hare hope of a harp and 
crown, if ke found himself inside the 
|>early gates. 
I trust I shall not be charged with 
egoism if I give a short statement of the 
manner in which Central California was 
presented to one audience, as I do it in 
compliance with a hint received that it 
would be acceptable. In order to hold 
the audience I first lectured, if my re­ 
marks may be called a lecture, which oc­ 
cupied from an hour to an hour and a 
quarter. Then, while 
Mr. W hite ar­ 
ranged the stereoptioon, I answered ques­ 
tions which were put, and which were 
generally confined to the price of lands and 
the. Chinese. 
The exhibition of views oc­ 
cupied an hour or more. My remarks 
were not written, and were varied to suit 
the class of people addressed and their 
pursuits, but generally ran ou a line as 
follows: 
First, the object of our mission was 
stated and why we desired to obtain per- 
mancat residents ; then the tojiography of 
the State was described, witb the climates 
and meteorological phenomenon. Central 
California was then compared with South­ 
ern 
California, 
and 
statistics 
read 
as 
to 
temperature 
and 
number of 
clear days, the early blossoming of trees 
and vines, tkne of frost, etc. 
Rainy and 
dry seasons, and causes, were explained, 
and comparison made between labor in the 
winter in the East and California. 
As an 
illustration that people were not invited 
to a land where all the ills of pioneering 
were to be met, it was shown that of the 
30,000,000 acres of land assessed in the 
fifty-two counties, 2,700,000 were assessed 
in the five valleypiounties of Butte, Sacra­ 
mento, Sutter, Yolo and Y uba, aud nearly 
all susceptible of culture; that schools aud 
churches abounded. 
The number of trees 


and vines and acres of grain growing were i 
given in Sacramento and Placer counties. 
The value ot the production o; Califor­ 
nia was stated ai d the estimated amount 
produced in our section aud the amount 
shipped East from Sacramento city. As an 
illustration of the means adopted to have 
people comprehend the magnitude of our 
fruit business, I will cite a case: 
I made myself acquainted with the sta­ 
tistics of the State and of the productions 
and their value, of the district where we 
lectured, and compared the figures with 
those of Sacramento or Placer. For in­ 
stance, at Cresco the county scat, a town of 
3,500 people, in the midst of a rich agri­ 
cultural section devoted to fine stock and 
and corn and hay, the movement of freight 
from September. 1886, to September, 1887, 
was, east 19,514,000 pounds and west, 2,­ 
045,000, a total of 21,559,000 pounds, hogs, 
grain, horses, cattle, lumber, old iron, 
coopers’ wood, articles produced, exported 
and imported. These figures I compared 
with Newcastle, which sent East, of green 
fruit alone, from May to November, 1888, 
the enormous amount of 10,000,000 pounds. 
It may 1* news to some of our own people 
that there was billed from Sacramento city 
last year 1,500 carloads of fruit, and that 
there was not enough vegetables raised to 
supply the shipment demand, and that 80 
per cent, of all deciduous fruit shipped was 
sent from Sacramento- 
The temperatures of each place would 
be compared with Sacramento and Colfax, 
and in this mode I sought to bring the 
comparison to each individual experience. 
In other words, I endeavored to avoid 
generalities and sough t to so particularize as 
to make each auditor understand the dif­ 
ference between his district and our sec­ 
tion. 
Soils were described 
and their 
mode of culture. Then the special por­ 
tions of the two counties, and special crops 
on each portion were described. 
I under­ 
took to meet the objection of overproduc- 
du'tion by citing the amount of foreign 
fru 's imported into the United States 
whicu we must supply. Take one fruit, 
for instance. 
We imported in 1887, 65,­ 
000,000 pounds of French prunes, and yet 
California in that year only raised 790,000 
pounds. 
There are other fruits grown by us 
which bear a like startling relation to the 
amount of fruit imported. 
You may be 
sure that I did not forget the orange nor 
the citrus exhibition at Sacramento and 
Los Angeles. 
* 
I then took up the different fruits we 
grew, stated the cost of land, clearing, 
planting, cultivating and production, time 
of learning and profits. 
Irrigation aud 
health were alluded to, and especial atten­ 
tion was called to the immense water 
power available for manufactures at Sac­ 
ramento. To the mothers present I ear­ 
nestly addressed myself, and directed their 
attention to the fact that fruit culture on 
ten acres was more profitable than pure 
agriculture on 160 acres of laud ; that their 
sons would become interested in their voca­ 
tion and make homes near the paternal 
homestead. 
I avoided all rhetorical dis­ 
play, and sought to give only such facts as 
a practical man would wish to know. 
The views of local scenery are not as ex­ 
cellent as we would wish ; indeed, we were 
ashamed of some of them. Some that we 
brought were not used, but were supple­ 
mented by views of Yosemite. etc. The 
first view was one of the State, showing 
rivers, mountains, cities, etc.; this I used 
again as a text upon meteorology. Then 
followed two views of Missions Dolores and 
Carmel, two views of Sutter’s Fort. Start­ 
ing to show the beginning and growth of 
the State, was shown an early mining 
scene, the rocker being used ; next a group 
of mines, a miner’s cabin, a quartz mine, 
followed 
by 
a 
combined 
harvester 
and 
thrasher. 
Then 
four 
scenes 
of 
Orange vale, 
four 
views 
of 
Sac­ 
ramento farm-houses, a view of a palm 
tree in Sacramento city, which called forth 
expressions of delight. Then two Sacra­ 
mento river views, the dam at Folsom, 
Crocker A rt Gallery, old and new State 
Capitols, and a bird’s-eye view of a part of 
Sacramento city. Then general orchard 
scenes, showing the marvelous growth of 
the wood, cherry, almond and apricot or­ 
chards. This completed the Sacramento 
views. 
Mount Shasta, with glaciers on 
the peak and apple orchards at base, and a 
view of an Indian ranchería, preceded 
Placer views, which began with a grub­ 
bing scene at Colfax and a vineyard in full 
bearing. 
The Placer series contained 
eighteen views of homes, orchards and 
vineyards, and ended with a view of New­ 
castle. 
Five views of Vacaville followed, 
with views of the Geysers in Sonoma, Giant 
Gap on the American river and Lake Ta­ 
hoe. 
Lake Donner was broken, with a 
dozen others, by the reckless baggage- 
smasher. 
A Chinese joss-house, two scenes 
of Seal Rock=, Fort Point,and a panoramic 
view of part of the (fity tompleted San 
Francisco’s share of the show. 
The exhi­ 
bition closed with three views of the Big 
Trees and fifteen of Yosemite valley.

A GitfcAT REVOLUTION IN WHEAT 


GROWING. 


S uccessful U se o f M echanical Pow er 
to Succeed A nim al M uscle for 
F arm in g Purposes. 


The Woodland Mail has the following 
mention of the use of the steam power for 
farm work, as witnessed by a representa­ 
tive of that paper: 
■ 
Friday mcrning we visited Grand Island 
and witnessed W. C. Curtis’ revolutionary 
operations as a “tiiler of the soil.” 
It was 
by a delightful drive, through miles and 
miles of luxuriantly growing grain, that 
about midday we reached the tule lands of 
Grand Island, where Mr. Curtis was found 
gleefully watching his immense steam 
horse turning over the rich and virgin soil 
at the rate of fifty acres a day. 
The body of land upon which the trac­ 
tion engine is at work consists of 5,000 
acres of tule land, which Mr. Curtis leases 
from Colonel George Hager, of Colusa. It 
is located on the northeastern borders of the 
county, about twelve miles north of Cache- 
ville. The land is under levee, but never 
a plow-furrow cut it until this year. 
As one sees with what apparent ease the 
engine drags its four 12-inch 2-gang plows 
through the black adobe, interlaced with 
tule roots, the first wonder is that so small 
a motor is heavy enough to do the work. 
The engine, however, weighs nine tons, 
and with a 10x10 cylinder figures 25-horse 
power. The engine makes 160 revolutions 
per minute, which, by a system of cog­ 
wheels is reduced to 12 revolutions per 
minute of the drive-wheels. 
These are 
about six feet in diameter, with a tire two 
feet wide. 
Imagine a large thrashing machine, 
with an immense locomotive cab built 
over the furnace-end of the boiler, mounted 
upon a ponderous truck, the hind wheels 
of which do the propelling and the for­ 
ward and smaller wheels, under the con­ 
trol of the engineer, do the steering, and 
you have the traction engine in your 
mind’s eye. The broad tires of the driv­ 
ing wheels are cleated with iron bars an 
inch thick every four inches, so that it is 
never necessary to throw “sand” in the 
track of this locomotive to keep its whi'els 
from slipping. 
The length of engiue over 
all is about twenty feet, and its train of 
four gang plows, attached one after the 
other, form i ne immense gang plow, eighty 
feet wide and about thirty feet long. The 
speed attained is fully that of a fast horse 
walk at the plow, or about two and one- 
half miles per hour. 
Mr. Curtis keeps the engiue and its work 
going night and day by two shifts, the 
night force ami the day force. The men eat 
their meals while plowing. 
In the night 
strong lamps with reflectors, placed as 
headlights and rear lights, enable the work 
to go on without any hindrance whatever. 
The engine’s utmost speed would be sixty 
miles a day; but, of course, this makes no 
allowance for stoppages to take on fuel, 
water, etc. Under ordinary circumstances, 
such delays reduce the distances traveled 
to about hfty miles in twenty-four hours. 
The eight twelve-inch gangs cut a swath 
of eight feet or half a rod; so that for 
every mile the engine travels, it turns un­ 
der a square acre of sod—thus accom­ 
plishing by a good day’s run of twenty- 
four hours the plowing of fifty acres. 
To do this same work in the same time, 
it would tax to the utmost endurance sixty- 
four head of good horses or mules; it re­ 
quires eight and sometimes ten horses to 
manage one twelve-inch 
gang iu the 
tules. 
The plowing executed by this steam- 
horse is first-class. 
The engineer has it 
under perfect control at all times, and 
with great ease runs his furrows as straight 
as a railroad survey. The engine holds 
the plow-beams so stead and firm that the 
plowing is very uniform and the sod is 
turned thoroughly to a depth of five 
inches. 
The capacity of the boiler is three 
barrels of water, and when at 
work 
carries from 
100 
to 120 
pouuds of 
steam. The fuel consumed in twelve 
hours' run 
is one 
cord 
and a half 
of willow wood. 
It is only partially sea­ 
soned, and to stimulate steam production 
a half-barrel of crude petroleum, worth $1, 
is burned with it on a daily average. W ith 
dry wood no petroleum would be needed.

Thus it would appear that the running 
expense of this steam-plowing outfit is, ap­ 
proximately, $1 per hour. 
It is safe to 
say that Mr. Curtis can easily plow forty- 
eight acres with his engine at the cost of 
rnnniug it. Making another simple re­ 
duction from these tacts, we find that it is 
costing him fifty cents an acre to plow by 
steam. 
It shotiid be remembered that this 
is the result of his test upon heavy tule 
land. 
Supposing th a t Mr. Curtis were plowing 
forty-eight acres per day by mule and 
horse-power, what would the figures be?

If these figures are correct, it is proven 
that the cost of plowing by the old method 
is at feast $1 per acre, as against 50 cents 
per acre by the steam process. 
In our estimate above the item of fuel 
includes only the cost of cutting the wood, 
$1 per cord. As a matter of fact, he does 
not consider the wood cut on the place au 
item of cost, hut figuring the fuel at its 
market value, the total cost of his steam 
plowing per acre is not over 62J cents. . 
On the other hand it is not believed 
that an average eight-horse team can get 
away with six acres of this new tule land 
’per diem. 
A good authority informs us 
that five acres of such land is all that 
eight good mules can work, five inches 
deep, from daylight till dark. 
At this 
rate plowing by steam would cost Mr. 
Curtis $1 20 per acre, making the differ­ 
ence still greater. 
The wear and tear of machinery is not 
to be compared to the loss of stock that 
die or are crippled from natural and 
accidental causes, or are “stove up” from 
overwork. 
Mr. Curtis has such faith in steam as 
against horseflesh that he is having built 
for this season’s work two more traction 
engines. 
One, a thirty-horse power, is 
finished and its arrival is exjiected daily. 
It will cost $4,000. As soon as it comes 
Mr. Curtis will harness it to six six- 
horse harrow* and start it following up 
the steam plows. 
His third engine wifi 
be done by the middle of Mnreh next. 
It will be a magnificent machine of fifty- 
horse power and will cost $8,000. 
This 
engine is building expressly to drive or 
pull an immense Stockton combined har­ 
vester, also now lining made to order for 
Mr. Curtis. This harvester will make a 
forty-foot cut, will thrash, clean, and sack 
1,500 bags 01 wheat per day. It will be 
the largest combined harvester in the 
world. 
The immense engine to drive it 
will burn straw, which will tie automati­ 
cally carried from the cylinder of the 
thrasher, by draper, to the furnaces. 
All these traction engine* are so con­ 
structed that they may be used to plow 
or liar.ow, or run harvesters or haul grain 
to the shipping point. 
When pushed to 
their full capacity the three will do the 
work of at feast 200 head of horses. 
In a few davs Mr. Curtis will have two 


traction engines and 125 head of horses 
preparing this tract of 5,000 acres for seed. 
W ith a favorable season this land will 
produce from twenty-five to thirty sacks to 
the acre. 
Mr. Curtis will seed this season 17,500 
acres of land, besides summer fallowing 
nearly 3,000 acres. 
He sows Club, Sonora, 
Propo anti from 85 to 100 pounds to the 
acre. 
W ith anything like a favorable season 
and market, his wheat crop of 1889 will 
sell for $750,000 to $800,000.

OUR FISH SUPPLY. 


N ecessary A m endm ents to th e L a v s for 
F lth Protection an d Propaga. Ion. 
Marysville, February 13, 1889. 
Eds. R ecord-U nios: My excuse for writ­ 
ing this com m unication is that I desire to 
aid, if possible, in the passage of more 
stringent Acts and am endm ents to the laws 
for the protection and propagation of fish, 
aud being in poor health, do not, at present, 
feel able to attend the session of the Legis­ 
lature in person. 
In my judgm ent the 
m ost im portant am endm ents proposed are 
¡Deluded in Assembly Bills No. 295, 364 
and 376. 
The first xamed to “prohibit 
sawdust from passing into any of the waters 
of this State.” 
The second provides for 
a longer close season for salmon, and 
the third gives the Commissioners a u ­ 
thority to determ ine w hat must be the size 
of m ature fish. The question of sawdust 
in the waters of this State is not a new one, 
and we are aware that able men have con­ 
tended that it was not deleterious to fish ; 
yet is a fact that others are ju st as positive 
that it is, and I am one of the latter class, 
having satisfied m yself by personal ob­ 
servation. 
But if it were not, there are 
otber reasons sufficient to demand its pro­ 
hibition from all waters inhabited by fish 
or consumed-by the people. There is not a 
person fam iliar with the natural spawning 
and propagation of fish, but will tell you 
that no fish can be produced from ova de­ 
posited where sawdust comes in contact 
with it. 
This has been demonstrated both 
in natural and artificial batching, and is 
an adm itted fact that the water m ost be 
free of such substances or from s diment- 
arv deposits ot all kinds to the successful 
hatching of the eggs of fish, particularly of 
the salmon, which requires an average of 
tony days to hatch. 
Viewing it from a 
sanitary point, the argum ent is decidedly 
iq. favor of its entire prohibition from a I 
pure water streams and should of itself 
com m and the necessary legislation. 
The 
necessity 
for 
a 
longer 
close season 
for salmon is apparent to all who have 
knowledge of 
or 
experience 
in 
the 
matter, 
and 
it should be 
adm itted, 
even by the men eDgaged in canning these 
fish. The am endm ent ought to have been 
passed by the last Legislature, as it was 
recommended by the Commission in their 
report two years ago. and the facts laid 
before the members; but the men engaged 
in canuiug salmon made a strong fight 
against it aud it was defeated 
1 respect 
these cannery owners and their rights, 
but I 
respect the rights - ol the peo­ 
ple of this State more, 
and 
I 
hope 
the members of this Legislature do al-o. 
and will show it when they vote on this 
am endm ent. The fact is the owners of 
salmon canneries are pursuing a course 
th at will, in a few years, if not prevented, 
destroy tbeir own occupation. 
In other 
words, are “ killing the goose that lays the 
golden 
egg ” 
The 
hundreds of 
nets 
lhat are aunua'iy used by. the fisheimen 
are alm ost an absolute barrier to the pas- 
sige of salmon to the upper wateiB. and at 
the tim e when the run is largest, i 1 An­ 
gus', their catch equals that of any two 
other m onths in the year. It is the Au­ 
gust run that, if allowed to, reaches the 
head waters] and 
deposit 
their 
ova, 
and those that are kept back until Septem­ 
ber are in the majority spent fiih, or in no 
condition to reach good spawning grounds, 
above the sawdust, m ining debris, Ate 
Therefore, they should have both August 
and September in w hich to perform these 
duties of nature and thus populate the 
stream s with their yonng. However. I think 
this Act should be further amended by 
striking out in line 7 the words “or shad ; ’ 
in lin e 10, “ shad or.” 
This would leave 
the Act as originally passed and apply to 
salmon only. The am endm ent makiDg it 
apply

shad 
wa3 
added 
several 
years 
ago, 
when 
they 
were 
first 
put into the 
waters 
of 
this 
State, 
and intended to entirely prevent catching 
them at ail, and it is plain to be seen tbat a 
seven and one-half inch mesh ia virtually 
prohibition now, as m arketable fish of that 
species will easily pass through them . 
A 
five-inch mesh is large enough for shad, as 
a three-year old fish is m ature enough 
for 
m arket 
purposes, 
and 
will 
pass 
through 
a larger 
mesh. 
Then 
these 
fish deposit their "‘roe'’ in the spring, 
April and May, and their young hatch out 
in from four to six days, the voung fry 
irn mediately taking to the m iddle of the 
stream and deep water 
for protection, 
which habit is different from that of almost 
all other kinds, 
wbo take to shallow 
water, and thus expose themselves more. 
Our waters are well stocked with these 
fish, and their rapid prodttcMor. and ac­ 
cum ulation leaves little doubt of an abun­ 
dant supply in future. 
The am endm ent in 
bill No. 376, authorizing the Commis­ 
sioners to determ ine what m ust be the 
size of m ature fish, 
will 
give much 
more protection 
to salmon, shad, and 
other 
food fishes, and 
if 
all 
these 
am endm ents be added 
to the present 
laws much good will result. The fish in ­ 
dustry is of great importance and should 
receive more attention. The sale of fish 
111 the San Francisco m arkets equals that 
of b.-ef in weight. 
It is more healthful 
food than meat, and being cheaper should 
be kept so by all the m eans possible and 
necessary. Three fourths, or more, of all 
canned fish are shipped out of the State, 
thus depriving our citizens of so much sup­ 
ply and raising the price.

INTERESTING GUESSING MATCH. 


A F e w Sim p le T e sts W h ich Illu stra tes 
Com m on E rro rs o f Ju d g m e o t. 
A crank who is an occasional visitor to a 
down-town office entered the place the 
other day when nobody appeared to be 
very busy.

you think is the hight of an ordinary silk 
hat. Some of you have a silk hat here, 1 
suppose ?” 
“Mine is in the other room,” answered 
one of the clerks.

Now try to guess how tall the hat is, and 
mark this paper accordingly.” 
The estimates afforded a curious illustra­ 
tion of the way men’s opinions will differ 
even about a small matter. 
Between the 
shortest aud longest mark there was a dif­ 
ference of nearly four inches. When the 
It a t was bronght out and set upon the table 
against the paper, all the marks, with two 
exceptions, were from one to three inches 
too loDg. The nearest guess was made by 
a man who made a mark aliout three-quar­ 
ters of an inch too short. 
Then the crank 
asked for an estimate of the difference in 
the hight of his derby and the silk hat. 
The guessers didn’t come as near as be­ 
fore. 
“ That is the way,” said the crank, “Peo­ 
ple have an idea that a high hat is ever so 
much higher than a common one, yet you 
will find if you measure both that the dif­ 
ference is very little. The eye that is not 
trained in measuring distances will lead 
its possessor into some serious errors of 
judgment.’’— Pittshurg Die patch. 


The ancient lore of the Icelandic sagas 
furnishes “ proof” of the early colonization 
of the American continent in the teeth 
century by the Scandinavians. The sagas 
and songs upon which ancient Scandina-! 
vian history is founded, and those continu- I 
ing the history of America by the North- ! 
men, were originally intrusted to the mem­ 
ory and these verbal traditions formed his­ 
torical narratives. 
In the early part of the twelfth century, 
when the Icelanders had become familiar 
with the Latin chirography, they were 
committed to writing. Manuscripts found 
in Iceland during the year 1650 make re­ 
cord of an expedition to Greenland led in 
986 by Eric Red of Iceland. His son Leif, 
who accompanied him, enlisted a crew of 
thirty-five men, and set sail from Green­ 
land on another voyage of exploration. In 
due time they came to a well wooded land 
to the southwest of Greenland, where day 
and night seemed more equal than iit 
Greenland and Iceland. 
After a short sojeurn in this newlv- 
found country. Lief, in company with his 
followers, returned to Greenland, and the 
fame acquired by this expedition encour­ 
aged his brother Thorwnld to embark in 
the same vessel in 1002 for the recently 
discovered territory, to which was given 
the name of Wtneland (Vineland). Thor- 
wald and his crew, having safely reached 
their destination, spent the winter in the 
booths which Lief had erected. 
In the 
spring he explored the western coast, and 
found the land not only attractive, but 
rich in vines and forest. 
No evidences of human habitation were 
visible, nor did he find the lairs of ani­ 
mals. 
Afterwards sailing eastward they 
came to a cape, ujKin whose sandy beach 
they landed. 
Having crossed the projec­ 
tion, to their surprise th e/ saw three 
boats, made of skins, partially buried in 
the sand, beneath which nine men lay 
hidden, eight of whom were caught and 
killed, one managing to escape. 
Later 
these Northmen were attacked by the Es­ 
quimaux, to whom the eight so recently 
killed probably belonged. Thorwald, fa­ 
tally wounded iu the 
encounter, was 
buried on the promontory where he fell. 
His crew returned to Greenland with a 
rich cargo of timiier. 
The sagns make mention of another ex­ 
pedition, undertaken by Thorfin Karlsfue, 
who etihsted as his associates sixty men 
and five women. Sailing from Iceland in 
a southerly direction, they arrived at the 
place where Lief had built his huts. 1 
After landing the cows and a bull to graze, I 
which they had brought with them, Karls- j 
fue ordered his men to fell trees aud pre- i 
pare timber for the ship’s cargo, and while 
thus engaged they saw emerging from the 
woods many Bkraelings. 
Happening to 
appear where the bull was feeding, and 
being rather of a fetocious spirit, he bel­ 
lowed loudly and made an attack upon j 
them, which led them immediately to . 
retreat. 
After securing reinforcements they re­ 
turned, and hithough they were not able 
to make themselves understood to the 1 
Northmen, bv means of signs, however, • 
they were enabled to barter furs for such • 
commodities as the Northmen were willing 
to sell. When the natives had withdrawn, 
Karlsfue caused a strong wooden fence to 
be placed around his booths, which proved 
to be a wise precaution, as a short time 
afterwards) the Skraelittgs returned, when 
a fierce fight ensued, in which many of trie 
Esquimaux fell. 
The Northmen soon be­ 
coming weary of their abode in so strange 
a country, and exposed to the frequent 
attacks of the natives, in the spring re­ 
turned to Greenland.

■WEIGHTS 
AND 
MEASURES—AN 
IK - 
POETANT BILL. 


Mr. Salomon has introduced a bill in the 
Assembly to establish a-standardof weights 
and measures and pFOride for State and 
county “ sealing” of weights and measures 
of all classes. 
T he l ts x ’O R D -U nion urged 
the last Legislature and the Legislature 
preceding that, to give attention to this sub­ 
ject, but no decisive action was taken at 
either session, though bills were intro­ 
duced concerning the m atter. 
W e have 
statutes npon the-subject already, but they 
are 
inoperative 
and 
long have been. 
No one pays any sort of attention to them , 
and the only regulations we have are the 
scales, steelyards, yardsticks and measures 
of the consumers. 
So far as any usefulness 
is concerned, the costly complement of 
weights and measures in the office of the 
Secretary of State and furnished to Cali­ 
fornia by the general Government, and the 
few in the offices of some County Clerksi 
are of no value, because no scales or meas­ 
ures used in business are tested by them . 
In short, consumers are doing business in 
California w ith supply agents upon faith 
in the honesty of their merchants and 
suppliers. 
There cnee uvas a sealer of weights and 
m easures; there is a tradition th a t under 
the law the Secretary of State is such an 
officer for the-State, and th a t the County 
Clerks for their counties are “ sealers.” No 
reflection can be made upon the State 
officials for not doing-what the law con­ 
templates, for the statute gives them no 
power to enforce it. 
I t is required that 
the Secretary of State shall, at least once 
in ten years, require the County Clerks 
to 
“ prove'” 
their 
“ standards” 
by 
the 
State 
complement 
of 
standards. 
N either the memory of man nor yet the 
records of the State bear any testimony 
upon the question, “W hen was this test­ 
ing last done?” 
The present Secretary of 
State declares th e law a dead letter, 
simply because there is provided no means 
for its enforcement. 
Secretary of State 
Melone, when in office, made a special re­ 
port npon the subject to the Legislature, 
but no attention was paid to it. 
Ail 
th e Secretaries testify th a t County Clerks, 
with few exceptions, treat their notices as 
to correction of weights and measures with 
contempt. 
It is a fact th at but a few of 
them have ever procured the compliment 
of standards every County Clerk is entitled 
to. 


The law now upon the statute books re­ 
quires County Clerks to “prove” weights 
and measures by th e official standards 
only when applied to for that purpose and 
gives then a fee according to a schedule 
laid down by Section 567, of th e Political 
Code. Sections 3209 to 3223 of the same 
Code fix the standard, and these sections 
are sufficiently ample and clear. 
B ut the law has fallen into the category 
of 
dead letter statutes, for the reasons 
stated ami because there is nothing in the 
law to enforce exam ination of weights and 
measures in use in business. 
W hat is 
needed is a law th at will direct a proper 
official at least once a year to inspect all 
scales and measures used by people with 
som ething to sell. 
N early all the States 
have such a law and find that it works well. 
As matters now stand in this State there 
is nothing to |>revent shortage in weight 
and measure upon goods sold except the 
domestic scales and measures, and to these 
the seller seldom submits, very truly 
.claiming th at they are jnsl as likely to be 
in error as his instrum ents of like char­ 
acter, and even more so, because he has 
scales of heavier make, and measures that 
are ander the test of constant use. 
Mr. Salomon’s 
bill creates a 
C hief 
Deputy to the Secretary of State, whose 
duty it is to be to seal all balances, weights 
and measures used as standards by County 
Clerks. Each Clerk is likewise required to 
appoint a deputy who is to exam ine all 
weights and measures used in th e county 
at least onoe in each year, and to seal 
those he finds up to the standard, and 
those not so stamped it is to be unlawful to 
use, under penalty of heavy fines. 
The 
sealers are to report all violations of the 
law, and the D istrict A ttorneys are to 
prosecute all such cases to judgm ent. T he 
Conntv Sealer ki given authority at any 
tim e of day to enter a business place to 
inspect any weights and measures used. 
The Stale Sealer is required to prod the 
County Sealers u p to actual duty-doing. 
The State Dejwtv is to receive $150 a 
month for his services, ami the County 
Sealer to receive fees according to a 
schedule set forth Cn the bill. 
From these 
fees collected, the expenses of the deputy 
are to be paid by th e County Clerk, and 
the salary allowed to deputy clerks by 
law, and half of the rem ainder is to be 
turned into the State Treasury and half 
into the County Treasury. 
T he Governor, 
Secretary of State, and a -scales-maker, to 
be selected by the Governor, are to con­ 
stitute a Board to establish the County 
Sealers’ offices and to adjust the standards 
belonging to the State (evidently, for Sec­ 
tion 13 lacks clearness, k liable to mis­ 
understanding and needs am endm ent) and 
belonging jto the counties, and to see to 
it th at the office of C hief Sealer is fitted 
out with all necessary appliances. 
There rem ains to be conaideced the prop­ 
osition to pay the State Sealer, the deputy 
of th e Secretary of State, $150 a month 
after he has once tested the instrum ents of 
the county sealers and found them to be 
correct. 
Subsequently little labor will be 
required .of him to inspect. 
N or is there 
any penalty affixed, as there should be, for 
failure on the part of County Sealers to 
thoroughly do their duty and closely in­ 
spect all measures and weights ia use in 
th e ir districts. 
The bill should pass after such other 
modifications at 
are 
needed, its 
gen­ 
eral” vitality and scheme not being cut 
down or crippled by technical amendments. 
N o man wants more /.han he pays for, no 
m an wants less than h? pays for. 
If one 
orders butter by the poucd, the price is of 
less consequence than full areight, since the 
former he can avoid, but the shortage he 
cannot, w ithout a great deal of trouble and 
annoyance and considerable iuco#eenience.

It is tm ' 


questieo.ably true th a t tens orx thousands of 
dollars are annually ill jsc't in this State 
hy means of defective measures, scales, 
Warns and balances. ’This sum is wholly 
plucked from th e pockets of consumers, in 
addition to the legitim ate or ruling m urket 
prices. 
O necaanot be cheated in goods 
by count, nor need be by those he buys by 
the yard or c o rd ; bu t there is no protec­ 
tion, of nrecb account, to the consumer 
who buys by gallon, bushel or pound, as 
against th e seller who has any disposition 
to add to th e price by creating a shortage 
in measure. 
As this shortage is not now 
really prohibited by the law, it follows th at 
cheating by w eight or measure is open by 
invitation of the State to whoever chooses 
to indulge in it. 
The people have the 
right to look to the State for such regula­ 
tions in this m atter, and such supervision 
as will protect them . W hen it is extended 
it will be found to be in the interest of all 
the people—buyers and sellers—as it will 
be a strong influence in steadying both 
prices and methods of business.

ELECTING THE STATE PRINTER. 


T he measure providing for the election 
instead of appointm ent of Superintendent 
of State Printing has so far progressed that 
there ia alm ost certainty of the bill be­ 
coming a law. Since first considering the 
proposition we have heard nothing to shake 
our faith in the wisdom of the measure. 
The government, as we have so often said, 
should be brought as near as possible to the 
people. The State should remove the in­ 
centive to farm an office; to traffic in its 
patronage to secure it, or to subm it to the 
quasi enslavement o f the incum bent to re­ 
tain it. The freer any officer is from re­ 
sponsibility to political interm ediaries be­ 
tween him and the people, the better for 
the State. If it is better for the appointing 
power and the people that there should be 
fewer elective and appointed officers, then 
republican 
institutions are 
errors, and 
government by the people, of the people, is 
a mistake. 
In these rem arks it m ust be kept in 
m ind that no reference is had to the in­ 
cum bent of the superinteudency of print­ 
ing. On the contrary, his capacity and ad 
m inistration have been too warm ly com­ 
mended by this journal to w arrant any 
thought of reference to his directorship in 
advocating the 
bill which 
cannot af­ 
fect him . 
The sim ple fact is that to 
elect the Superintendent will be economic 
policy, because it will free the officer com­ 
pletely. If it is replied that he will still 
be exposed to “ bossism” assaults, it is to 
be replied that the sam e influences attem pt 
to operate now upon all officers, and set at 
work at every session of the Legislature 
m achinery intended to work out control of 
the offices. Under an elective system the 
prim ing craft will be looked to by all 
political parties for the b ist men for tiie 
office. 
Thus in a campaign the absence of qual­ 
ification in a candidate would be made 
notorious. The printers would sit in judg­ 
m ent upon every aspirant, and the weak 
m an would go down. Each political party 
would have regard for the availability of 
its candidate, with an eye to its trium ph, 
and would be driven to strengthen its 
ticket by nam ing the very best printer who 
could be found willing to accept. Once in ­ 
stalled in office, responsible directly to the 
people, conscious that he alone would be 
held accountable for his departm ent, all 
things would com bine to move him to the 
most economic adm inistration of his trust 
and the accom plishm ent of the very best 
that couid be dune for the State. He 
would not be put under cow by other offi­ 
cials, not be forced to accept service th at as 
a private em ployer he would reject, for 
such a m an, like good artisans, despising 
pretenders and incom petents, would nat­ 
urally surround him self with a class of 
workers of the higbest competency, and 
the State would be correspondingly bene­ 
fited. 


A NEW CONVENTION. 


The Associated W holesale Grocers of St. 
Louis is the agency through which a call 
has been made for a national Convention of 
commercial bodies to be held in St. Louis 
on February 28, 1689, to formulate for 
presentation to the next Congress an equit­ 
able B ankrupt Act. Conventions sim ilar to 
the one called by the Association have 
heretofore been held, and m uch progress 
has been made, but the desired result has 
not been aosincd, and hence the work is 
to be carried on with renewed vigor. 
We 
are decidedly favorable to all Conventions 
of representatives of business and industries 
looking toward the betterm ent of our laws. 
W ithout at all touching upon the proposed 
law, or as to w bat it should be, we com­ 
mend the consultation. It cannot resnlt in 
ill when thinking men assemble to discuss 
the affairs of the nation and the policy of 
her lawS. It is fair, in this connection, 'o 
repeat some part of the call, which says: 
The dem ands of com m erce are equally as 
urgent as heretofore for the enactm ent of a u n i­ 
form collection law in the form of an equitable 
B ankrupt Act, w hich sh all p rescrvsihe respe ct­ 
ive rights of creditors an d debtors, irresj>ective 
of th eir residences or personal relationship, t he 
essential elem ent necessary to extensive com ­ 
m ercial intercourse Is confidence. There is a w ant 
of absolute confidence so long us it is po-.-ibie for 
fraudulent preferences to be m ade and goods 
to be spirited aw ay and sw allowed up. There 
ought to be an adequate law for th e correction 
of com m ercial wrongs and an adjustm ent o: the 
rights betw een creditors and debtors. The Vs- 
soclation is confident In the ballet that the en ­ 
actm ent of such a law as shall be recom m ended 
by the com ing Com entiou will be of incalcula­ 
ble benefit to com m erce by the enlargem ent of 
the confidence betw een m erchants. 


A NEEDED AMENDMENT 


The Grand Jury of this county says that 
it desired to indict officers for neglect of 
duty ; for failure to do what they we^e 
sworn to do. 
But the Ju ry was ad­ 
vised, it says, that it could not indict; that 
procedure against a negligent police of­ 
ficial m ust be by process in a lower Court, 
or by im peachm ent—in other words, that 
willful neglect of duty is not an indictable 
misdemeanor. It is explained that this 
condition is due to lire new Constitution, 
that it radically changed the law, so that 
the Legislature was able to p u t such of­ 
fenses w ithin the jurisdiction of the lesser 
magistrates. 
Bat it is added a rem edy will 
not necessitate a change ia th e Constitution 
but sim ply an am endm ent of the Statutes, 
under which the misdem eanor referred to 
can be made triable in a Superior -Court, as 
it once was in the old District Courts. 
Then let5is have the law amended at once. 
Im peachm ent is a slow end seldom re­ 
sorted to rem edy, and difficult to apply. 
Let the Legisiatuce restore to the Superior 
Courts the power to try any parties for 
misdemeanor that the Grand Inqueet of 
Ihe county may see fit to p resent H ere is 
a clear case of an evil w ithout a sufficient 
remedy. The Legislature now lias knowl­ 
edge of it, and it ought to supply the relief 
prom ptly.

I am very recently from the boom sec­ 
tion of California. 
It has been my con­ 
viction that inflated prosperity is always 
eventually a check to perm anent growth. 
H igh values in real estate are referable to 
competition as between purchasers; low 
values to competition between sellers. The 
boom condition of a few years since in 
Southern California was produced by a 
state of competition between puichasers, 
which necessarily advanced prices to a 
point beyond real values. Quotations of 
values surpassed real enhancem ents. In 
that period, it is now well understood, that 
people paid too m uch for property. 
The opposite error is now set tip. Com­ 
petition am ong sellers has driven prices 
below where they should be; that is, tb ¿ 
quotation of prices is below real enhance­ 
m ent. There will be a revival of apprecia­ 
tion in Southern California, because there 
is very liigh intrinsic m erit in that coun­ 
try. 
It is just as thoughtless and unwise 
to sell real estate daring a panic as to buy 
it in a boom. Outside of the cilies of Los 
Angeles, Ban Diego and Santa Barbara, 
values have been very greatly reduced, but 
in those cities prices are well maintained, 
and yet are lower to-day than m erit would 
justify. It is a fallacy of the hum an mind 
to buy when all others are buying and to 
sell when others are selling. A nd yet it 
shott'd be obvious to the meanest capacity 
that values discount the future in the for­ 
mer condition and descend to abnorm ailv 
low tide in the latter condition. 
It is the one good fortuue of Sacramento 
that it never had a genuine boom. 
It has 
experienced some spasms of inflation, but 
fortunately it hss never experienced the re­ 
actionary condition. The early misfortunes 
of Sacram ento, bv flood anil tire, has al­ 
ways exerted a repressing tendency up..n 
the value of her rial estate. The inevita­ 
ble result of this condition is to exhibit a 
growth which 13 fully and clearly demanded 
by the supporting conditions." W hatever 
exists in Sacramento, 
therefore, is ce- 
manded by the focalization of commercial 
forces here. In ne.wer comm unities, and 
comm unities whose growth is the result of 
advertising, the visitor is never sure bo v 
much of apparent prosperity is due to toe 
attem pts at discounting the future 
One familiar with the history and the 
exigencies through which Sacramento has 
passed, and 
also acquainted with the 
splendid energy which has made the name 
of the city synonym ous with enterprise 
and high 
achievement, does not hesi­ 
tate as to conclusions

tion.

Another house near by 
was burglarized the same night, and no 
doubt by the same thief.

snatched it from her hand, but only gained 
a sm all am ount for his effort.

700,850, give the num ber of deaths as 992, 
bejing a percentage of 1.41 per thousand in 
the m onth, or an annual death rate of 
16.92, which is an increased percentage 
over the m ortality of several m onths pre­ 
vious. The increased deaths from diseases 
of the respiratory organs will, in a meas­ 
ure, account for the increase, deaths from 
zymotic disease being rather below the 
usual average.

It has been remarked that “ a collection 
of foolish wagers would make a volumi­ 
nous work,” and so odd are some of these 
“ fools’ arguments,” 
as Butler 
pithily 
teems them in his “Hudibras,” that a selec­ 
tion of some of the most curious may prove 
not uninteresting. 
During the last century, w h .i, particu­ 
larly in club life, tbs least difference of 
opinion frequently ended in a bet, many 
remarkable and eccentric wagers were 
made. 
From Mrs. Crackenthorpe, the 
Female Tattler of 1709, we learn that the 
fasliiouable young men of her day were 
quite as much at a loss how to kill time as 
are their modern compeers. 
Ridiculous 
wagers, generally governed by whim and 
extreme folly, were frequent. 
She tells 
us: “ Four worthy Senators lately threw 
their hats into a river, laid a crown whose 
hat should swim first to the mill, and ran 
hallooing after them ; and he that won 
the prize was in greater rapture than if he 
had carried the most dangerous point in 
Parliament.” 
One Sunday in June, 1795, a wager of 
1,000 guineas was decided between two no­ 
blemen, one of whom had constructed a 
machine which was to propel a boat at the 
rate of twenty-five miles an hour. 
A 
canal was prepared near the banks of the 
Thames for th;.t purpose, but, by some fa­ 
tality, the tackle breaking, the wager was 
lost. 
Men of note, however, not content with 
representatives, have been known to wager 
upon their own individual prowess in the 
water. 
It is recorded of Sir John Paking- 
ton, called “ Trusty Pakingtou” (Queen 
Elizabeth called him “ her Temperance,”) 
that “ he entered into articles to swim 
against three noble courtiers for £3,000, 
from the bridge at Westmiuster to the 
bridge at Greenwich ; but the Queen, by 
her special command, prevented the put­ 
ting it into execution.” 
In 1729, a poulterer of Leadenhall Mar­ 
ket betted £50 he would walk 202 times 
round the area of Upper Moorfields in 
twenty-seven hours: and accordingly pro­ 
ceeded at the rate of five miles an hour on 
the amusing pursuit, “ to the infinite im­ 
provement of his business, and great edifi­ 
cation of hundreds of spectators.” 
To characterize the foiliesof the day, it 
will be necessary to add to the account of 
the walking man, another of a hopping 
man who engaged, in December, 1731, to 
hop 500 yards in fifty hops in St. James’ 
Park. 
He performed the feat in forty-six. 
In February, 1770, a bet was laid by a 
noble Earl that he should find a man who 
would ride to Edinburgh and backjagain to 
London in less time than another noble 
Earl should make 1,000,000 dots in the 
most expeditious manner that he could 
contrive. 
In -September, 1779, a Colonel Ross set 
out from London for York, on a wager 
with a Mr. Pigot of 800 guineas, that he 
readied his destination 
in 
forty-eight 
hours on the same horse. 
H e performed 
the jouiney three hours within the time. 
Gn the 17lh of May, 1817, a respectable 
farmer of Kirton-Lindsey, for a wager of 
a few pounds, undertook to ride a pony up 
two pair of stairs into a chamber of the 
George Inn and down again, which feat he 
actually performed before 
a numerous 
company, whose astonishment was height­ 
ened by the rider being upwards of eleven 
stone weight and his horse less than thirty 
stones. 
They were weighed after the 
feat to decide another wager. 
Southey makes mention in his “Com­ 
monplace Book” of a Norfolk gentleman- 
fariner who rode his own boar, for a wager, 
from his own house to the next town, four 
and a quarter miles distant, twenty guineas 
the wager, the time allowed being an 
hour. 
“Poreo” performed it in fifty min­ 
ute-. 
in the Annual Register for 1788 we find 
the following: “A young Irish gentleman, 
for a very considerable wager, set out on 
Monday, September 22d, to walk to Con­ 
stantinople and back again in one vear. It 
is said tiiat the gentleman has £20,000 de-, 
pending on the performance of the ex­ 
ploit.” 
It was during the same year that “ Jer­ 
usalem” W haliev made the journey which 
earned him his name. 
Being asked on one 
occasion where he was going, he answered 
in jest, to Jerusalem. 
The company pres­ 
ent ofiered to wager any sum that he did 
not go there; and he took bets to the 
amount of between £15,000 and £20,000. 
The journey was to be performed on foot, 
except so far as it was necessary to cross 
the sea; and the exploit was to be finished 
by playing ball against the walls of that 
celebrated city. 
In the Annual Regieler 
tor 1789 it is stated that “ Mr. Whalley 
arrived about June, in Dublin, from his 
journey to the Holy Land, considerably 
within the limited time of twelve months.” 
The above wagers, however whimsical, 
were not without a precedent. Some years 
before a Baronet of some fortune in the 
north of Eugland (Sir G. Liddell laid a 
considerable wager that he would go to 
Lapland, bring home two females €>f that 
country and two reindeer in a given time. 
H e performed the journey and efleeted 
his purpose in every respect. 
The Lap­ 
land women remained in this country for 
about twelve months; but having a wish 
to go back to their own country, the Bar­ 
onet furnished 
them with means and 
money. 
One of the Corbets of Sundorne Castle, 
near Shrewsbury, made a bet that his leg 
was the handsomest in the county or king­ 
dom, and staked on his part his magnifi­ 
cent estates. 
H e won. 
Tlie-o is a picture 
in 
Sundorne 
Castle 
representing the 
measuring of sundry legs. 
Popular tradition has long associated the 
assumption of 
the Ulster 
badge—the 
bloody hand—by the Holte family, of 
Ashton, with a barbarous murder com­ 
mitted t>v Sir Thomas Holte upon his cook, 
whom he killed with a cleaver. 
This was 
about the commencement of the seven­ 
teenth century. 
It need not be said that 
the assumption of the badge has no con­ 
nection whatever with this circumstance, 
w hatever, which may or may not have oc­ 
curred. 
“The most probable tradition,” 
says Mr. Davidson, the historian of the 
family, “of the cause of the commission of 
the crime is that Sir Thomas, when riding 
from hunting, in the coarse of conversation 
laid a wager to some amount as to the 
punctuality of his cook, who, most un­ 
fortunately, for once was behind time. En­ 
raged at the jests of his conii>anions, he 
hastened into the kitchen, and, seizing the 
first article at hand, avenged himself on 
the domestic.” 
In 1771 a strange trial took place before 
Lord Mansfield, in the Court of King’s 
Bench, with the object of recovering the 
sum of 500 guineas, laid by the Duke of 
Queensberry (then Jsjrd March) with a 
Mr. Pigot, whether Sir W illiam Codring- 
tcn or old Mr. Pigot should die firat. 
It 
had singularly happened fh&t Mr. Pigot 
had died suddenly the same morning of 
the gout in his head, bat before either of 
the parlies could by any possibility have 
been made acquainted with the fact. 
By 
the counsel for the defendant it was urged 
that (as in case of a horse dying before the 
day on which it was to run) the wager was 
invalid and annulled. 
Lord Mansfield, 
however, was of a different opinion, and, 
after a brief charge from that great lawyer, 
the jury brought in a verdict for the plaint­ 
iff of 500 guinea*, and sentenced the de­ 
fendant to pay the costs of the suit. 
At the York assizes in March. 1812, a 
trial came on in which the Rev. B. Gilliert 
was plaintiff, and Sir Mark Sykes, Baronet, i 
defendant. 
It appeared that the Baronet, 
at his own table during a dinner party, in 
the course of a conversation respecting the 
hazard to which the life of Bonaparte was 
exposed, had ottered, upon the receipt of 
one hundred guineas, to pay one guinea a 
day as long as he ( Bonaparte) should re­ 
main alive. 
Mr. Gilliert suddenly took up 
the otter; but finding that the sense of the 
company was against making 
a serious

This the Baronet refused to do. 
The hundred guineas were sent bv Mr. 
Gilbert, of which Sir Mark acknowledged 
the receipt, and he had continued paying 
the guinea a day for nearly three years. 
At length he declined further payment, 
aud this action was for recovery of the sum 
still due upon the contract. 
The Earl of March, above mentioned, 
on laying a bet that he would cause a mes­ 
sage to be dispatched a certain distance 
quicker than any horse could convey it, 
won his wager by inclosing the me.-sage in 
a cricket ball, which was thrown from 
hand to hand by relays of professional 
cricketers. 
As Duke of Queensberry, he 
betted 1,000 guiueas that he would pro­ 
duce a man who would eat more at a meal 
than any one whom Sir John Lade could 
find. 
The Duke was informed of his suc­ 
cess—not being present at the achievement 
— by the following bulletin from the field 
of battle: “ My Lord, I have not time to 
state particulars, but merely to acquaint 
your Grace that your man beat his antago­ 
nist by an apple pie.” 
A t W hite's coffee-house, where, during 
the last century gaming was carried on to 
heavy amounts, a book was always laid 
upon the table for entering wagers, and in 
these betting-books, some of which still ex ­ 
ist, may be found bets on all conceivable 
subjects; on marriages, births, deaths; on 
the duration of a ministry ; on the chance 
of an election, oil a rascal’s risk of the 
halter, or the shock of an earthquake. 
Bets were made that Sarah, Duchess of 
Marlborough, 
would 
outlive 
the 
old 
Duchess of Cleveland ; that Sir W illiam 
Burdett, a member of the club, and “ a 
man of infamous character,” would be the 
first Baronet to be hanged; 
and Lord 
Mountford laid a wager of twenty guineas 
with Sir John Bland that Beau* Nash 
outlived Gilley Cibber. 
Lord Mountford 
and Sir John Bland both blew their brains 
out in 1755 ; Cibber died two years later, 
and Nash survived till 1761.— Chambers’ 
Journal.

C uring .Meats. 
T ) oue gallon of water take one an<l one- 
half ]>ounds of salt, one-half pound of 
sugar, one-fourth ounce of saltpetre, one- 
haif ounce of potash. Omit the potash un­ 
less you can get the pure article. 
Drug­ 
gists usually keep it. 
In this ratio the pickle can lie increased 
to any quantity desired. 
Let these lie 
boiled together until the dirt from the 
sugar rises to the top and is skimmed off. 
Then throw it into a tub to cool, aud when 
told pour it over your lieef or pork. 
The 
meat must lie well covered with pickle, 
anti should not be put down for at least 
two days after killing, during which time 
it should be slightly sprinkled with pow­ 
dered saltpetre, which removes all surface 
blood, etc., leaving the meat fresh and 
clean. 
Scone omit toiling the pickle and 
find it to answer, though the oja-ration of 
foiling purities the pickle by throwing off 
the dirt always to be found in salt and 
sugar. 
If this recipe is strictly followed it 
will require but a single trial to prove its 
superiority over the common way, or most 
ways, of {tutting down meat, and it will 
not soon be abandoned for any other. The 
meat is unsurpassed for sweetness, delicacy 
’ and freshness of color.— GennamUncn Tele­ 
graph.

¡SCIENCE IN 1888. 


Sciem itic E vents nf th e P a st Y ear T h a t 
D o tb rre Special A ttention. 
Bare mention of all the leadingscientific 
events of 1888 would deserve more space 
than our columns afford, but it is possible 
to touch hurriedly ujion a few that deserve 
special attention. 
The year has produced, 
it may be conceded, no epoch-making dis­ 
coveries, though steady progress iias been 
made iu working toward the solution of 
the many problems scientific men have 
been engaged upon. 
In astionomy* much 
has been done to complete the international 
work of photographing the heavens. 
A 
result of the undertaking has been the 
discovc-ry of a new nebula iu the Pleaides. 
The ultimate composition of the universe 
has engaged a great deal of attention. 
Norman Lockyer, proceeding upon the 
spectroseopical researches, has reclassified 
the various heavenly bodies from the nebula* 
upward. His results led to an investigation 
by Professor George Darwin of the mechan­ 
ical condition of a swarm of meteorites, in 
the course of which the latter has en­ 
deavored to reconcile the nebular with the 
meteoric hypothesis of tiie origin of the 
planetary system. The geography of the 
planet Mars, upon which Schiaparelli and 
Terrotin have been so long engaged, was 
further studied by M. Terby, who con­ 
cludes that a large area of the planet is 
now under the same conditions that pre­ 
vailed on the earth during the glacial 
epoch. 
^ 
Chemistry presents a host of new facts 
and theories. Mr. Crookes has propounded 
new views as to the nature of atoms, tend­ 
ing to show that atoms are, after all, in­ 
constant quantities, not all of one pattern 
nor of one weight. 
Investigations by Mr. 
Armstrong as to the origin of color and 
the constitution oí colors convince that 
scientist that the characteristics of colors 
are closely associated with the fundamental 
constitution of bodies. 
The conclusions 
of Meyer and Riecke, in regard to the 
shape of the atoms of carbon, are consid­ 
ered extremely important. 
Physics, in 
certain of its aspects, is with difficulty sep­ 
arated from chemistry. 
Professor Linde- 
mann has, in fact, attempted during the 
past year a comprehensive 
dynamical 
treatment of physios and chemistry, look­ 
ing to the inclusion of these two branches 
of science in one department. 
The results 
of the researches of Professor Helmholtz, 
in regard to the nature and characteristics 
of gravity are substantially in accord with 
those obtained by Newton, whose Principia 
* was published just 200 years ago. 
These 
results are rather negative, amounting to 
this only, that gravity is inherent in mat­ 
ter and incomprehensible. 
The question of the existence of oxygen 
in the sun was brought again into promi­ 
nence by certain experiments of M. Jans­ 
sen, of Paris. 
Not lieing satisfied that the 
oxygen lines in the spectrum really came 
from the sun, M. Janssen ascended a moun­ 
tain and tested the matter in the pure at­ 
mosphere at that elevation. 
He found, as 
he had expected, that the oxygen lines be­ 
longed to our atmosphere. 
Other physi­ 
cists, however, contend that his results are 
not conclusive. 
How impure our atmos­ 
phere is was shown by the researches ol 
Mr. Aitkin, who found that the particles 
of dust iu the air number, according to 
Reality, from 621,000 to 489,000,000 per 
cubic inch. The investigation by Professor 
Hchwalbe to ascertain the connection, if 
any, between seismic phenomena and other 
natural phenomena, points to the conclu­ 
sion that there is no connection—that the 
relative position of the sun, moon and 
planets to our glcLe has nothing to do with 
the production of earthquakes. 
In the field of meteorology the result of 
the study in this country, in Europe and 
India, in 18SS, of the influence of forests 
on rainfall has been to show that such in­ 
fluence is nil. 
The influence, it appears, is 
the other way; it is the rainfall that en­ 
courages forests. 
The theory of M. Faye 
that cyclonic storms are due to commotions 
which originate in the upper atmosphere 
is still insisted upon, hut with little en­ 
couragement from other meteorologists. 
Prof. Parker, the biologist, gives it as the 
result of his investigations into the ves­ 
tiges of reptilian structures found in the 
skulls of birds, that birds arose “ by secu­ 
lar transformation ” either from the"lowest 
and most ancient of the true reptiles, or 
equally with reptiles, from archaic am­ 
phibia, low in structure, but ready to be­ 
come reptile, bird or mammal, as the case 
might be. 
The H ittite problem has been brought 
a step nearer solution by T. Tyler, with 
the help of recent archieological discover­ 
ies in Egypt. 
Another fact of even more 
interest to ethnologists is the identity of 
the fellaheen of to-dtv with the bulk of 
the population of ancient Egypt, estab­ 
lished by Professor Virchow as a result of 
investigations 
recently 
made 
by that 
savant in conjunction witli 
Dr. Schlie- 
raann. 
It is concluded, also, that the 
Egyptian has no negro affinities, but is 
allied to the Berbers. 
The Akkas, of 
Africa, and other pigmy races of the world 
have been studied with much interest dur­ 
ing the past year. The list of discoveries 
in geography is too long for recital. 
It 
must suffice to say that we are much 
wiser to-day in regard to the interior of 
Africa, Buraiah, South America, Alaska, 
Northern Canada, Greenland, New Guinea 
and Australia than we were twelve months 
ago. 
It remains to add, as a general com­ 
ment upon the scientific situation, that I 
there are gratifying signs of decreasing 1 
antagonism between the religious and sci­ 
entific worlds, the tendency being toward 
a reconciliation of their views.— Ilaitimore 
Sun.

It is curious to observe that the only 
relics of the great Koman Empire which 
now have any actual utility among men 
are the Koman road and the Roman law; 
the one, which was constructed to open the 
way for conquest, remains an open way 
for commerce; the other remains at the 
foundation of our civil organization; ail 
else has vanished except Roman litera­ 
ture and art. 
Of all the forms of capital 
which at the present day are springing 
into existence perhaps less will remain 
even a century hence than now remains of 
the capital or products of the Roman Em­ 
pire, if we except the opening of the ways. 
The term “fixed capital” is sometimes 
used to 
distinguish 
the 
less 
perish­ 
able forms of capital from those which 
are but useful only for the day; but there 
is nothing fixed except the law of change. 
There are factories in existence which 
purport to be fifty years old ; but within 
that time the motive power and all the 
machinery has changed once, twice, or 
thrice; where land can be had, true econ­ 
omy may now consist in taking down the 
high building of five or six stories, piled 
one upon another, and in reconstructing 
the mill only one or two stories above the 
ground. 
Who can tell when the next in­ 
ventor will appear who w ill destroy all 
the rolling-stock of the railways? 
Who 
can tell how long people will be satisfied 
with the present crude and unscientific 
methods of constructing dwelling-houses ? 
What useful factor or form of capital 
exists in a material form to-day that is 
more than a few years old? 
W hat per­ 
manent improvement have we made on 
the face of the land even in this country, 
modern as it is, except in leveling the 
hills, piercing the mountains, filling up 
the valleys and laying down the ways of 
commerce ? 
A ll that we can do is to move 
something; we can make nothing. 
And 
when we have opened the way, laid the 
rail and brought the line to the seaboard, 
why do \re obstruct the distribution of 
our own products ? 
W hy do we construct 
legal barriers to commerce with Canada 
and Mexico, for in-stance, more difficult 
and costly to surmount than any of the 
heavy grades over or of the tunnels through

One of 
them is, ‘ Do unto others as you would that 
others sh tld do unto you.’ 
And another, 
‘Love thy neighbor as thyself.’ 
When 1 
remember these words, 1 think you may 
be too hard with a poor, sinful fellow- 
being, and not go beyond the limits of the 
law either. 
“ That rich gentleman who had his 
pocket picked will go home to a line din­ 
ner ana a bottle of wine, no donbt, and 
the wretch of a th itf may have a crust of 
bread and a glass of burning gin, if he can 
sell or pawn what he stole for enough to 
get them. Somehow, if I could, I wouldu’t 
have hunted him down to-night; I vow I 
wouldn’t.

“ ‘It’s too dark to see his face,’ she said; 
‘but I caught the shine of a star on the 
coat he had on, and whoever it was took a 
ham from your pegs and hid it in the ash 
box beyant the corner. 
YVll find it there 
if ye look; and now ye’ll not refuse an old 
woman a sup of whisky for the informa­ 
tion V’ 
“I gave the old creature what she 
wanted, hurried her out of the shop, and 
put up the shutters, growing angry every 
moment. 
If it’s the policeman, I’ll make him 
pay dearly for i t !’ I exclaimed, as I slunk 
along the sidewalk to the corner, keeping 
in the shadow all the way; and when I 
stood beside the box, and saw by the light 
of the lamp close by, that the ham was 
there, wrapped in something which looked 
like a handkerchief, I hit my lips and 
clenched my hands with rage.

panted the man. ‘ I have only been ap­ 
pointed three days ; I have not received a 
cent of salary yet. 
I have been idle a 
long while and have neither money nor 
credit. 
Last night we went to lied supper- 
less ; to-day there has not been a crust in 
the house, and these hams tempted me, 
and I meant to pay you afterward.’ 
“ He covered his face with his hands, 
and I could see great tears dropping 
through his fingers; and before I knew, 
my own cheeks were moist, and we stood 
silent, with the ham lying beside us on the 
ground. 
“ At last he turned toward me and said : 
“ ‘Do what you want with me; my la3t 
hope is gone.’ 
“ But 1 put my hand on his arm and 
said, ‘ tíod forbid that I should take the 
last hone from you; that I, of all men, 
should be the one to ruin you.

you more than I blame you.’ 
“ He looked at me in a sort of bewilder­ 
ing way, as though he scarcely understood 
Ese, and I took him by the arm and led 
him back to the shop. 
There I filled a 
basket with bread and butter and coffee, 
and put the ham on top of all. ‘ Take it 
home to your wife,’ I said; ‘ you’il pay 
me when you get vonr salary, and if you 
are in need before that time, come to me.

ili from the accident you see, that I hadn’t 
all my wits about me, and believed there 
was no one missing. My blood ran cold, 
when my wife clasping her hands, with an

But he never heeded them, and as he be­ 
came hidden by the black smoke which 
poured from the window, I covered my 
face and prayed that the angels who 
walked in the fiery furnace might go 
with him.

Another horror is the obliging in- ] 
dividual one meets in social circles, who is 1 
Wildly anxious to turn the leaves for the 
pianist, but being utterly unable to follow 
the player invariably does so at the wrong ' 
moment, and occasionally drops a loose 
page on the floor, which he picks up and 
replaces iqiside down. 
There is another specimen of the genus, 
who insists on learning the name of the I 
piece played only to receive an incorrect ' 
answer from his neighbor. Who does not i 
positively loathe the man that in the dead 
silence which follows the jierformance of a 
song by an amateur of moderate powers, 
audibly remarks that he heard Patti, • 
Nillson or Campauini (as tbe ease may be) 
sing that song most exquisitely. 
Then there is the gentleman who is great 1 
on plagiarisms, and always discerning 
them where they do not exist—the ama­ 
teur composer who invents tnnes, plays 
them with one linger, or whistles them, 
and gets “ one of those professional fellows 
to write them down.”

When the bill cam e up in the 
Senate yesterday the f. iends of Folsom were as- 
tou: deu w hen the lone substitute was adopted 
by an overwifcelmingvote. The new bill nam es 
the institution " The Preston School of Indus­ 
try,” in honor of the author of the original bilL 
Senator i am inetti has for over two vexrs sought 
to secure the location of such an institution at 
lone, and is to be congratulated on his success. 
T here were good 
reasons why Folsom has 
been favored, but if Ihe institution is to be re­ 
located eieew bere, lone is unquestionably a 
good location. The following extract from a 
circular w hich was placed oil the desks of Sen li­ 
ters, gives an idea c f th e location:
